2013 Predictions 

While 2012 was a 
wild and unpredictable 
ride, 2013 seems to have 
the makings of a much 
calmer year. Here are my 
political predictions for 
2013. 

• Outgoing Gov. John Lynch will 
announce (or at least hint at) a run for 
the U.S. Senate. But against whom? New 
Hampshire’s senior U.S. Sen. Jeanne Sha- 
heen is the next up for reelection, but it’s 
very unlikely Lynch would take her on 
within the Democratic party — and even 
more improbable that he could beat her. 
Now, one scenario is that Shaheen might 
not run again in 2014 because she will 
have been appointed to President Barack 
Obama’s cabinet or a senior ambassador 
position. Or, Lynch could always wait for a 
2016 race against freshman U.S. Sen. Kel- 
ly Ayotte in 2016. That’s assuming Ayotte 
even decides to run again. She might very 
well enter the Presidential race for hopes of 
winning a top cabinet post or a spot on the 
ticket (most likely the second one). That 
would leave the seat wide open for Lynch. 
Either way, he has a bright future in politics 
if he chooses to reenter it. 

• House Democrats will undo some of 
the more extreme measures passed by the 
O’Brien House. First up? Reinstating a ban 
on firearms in the State House. Expect cig- 
arette taxes to go up at least 10 cents a pack, 
but the Dems will likely stop short of clos- 
ing down the cigar bars. 

• Gov. -elect Maggie Hassan will tussle at 
times with the more liberal House, especial- 
ly when it comes to budgets, taxes and fees. 
She’ll be under pressure to let the House 
raise quite a few fees including going back 
after that LLCs. But seeing what happened 
to the Democrats the last time around (and, 
no, they didn’t learn a thing), she’ll veto 
those bills (if they make it past the Senate). 

• Gambling will finally pass. The stars 
have finally aligned for this. First, there 
is outside pressure from casinos in Maine, 
Massachusetts, Connecticut and Rhodes 
Island. Gambling dollars are leaving our 
state and New Hampshire likes to be center 
of sin (at least if you consider tobacco and 
booze), so there’s a real incentive to keep 
those dollars here. With Hassan and the 
Senate now in favor of it, the House is like- 
ly to go along, especially if revenues from 
that are earmarked for education. 

• Finally, not but lastly, Manchester May- 
or Ted Gatsas will easily win reelection and 
begin to set up the groundwork for a run 
at governor in 2014. But Gatsas will have 
Republican company with deep pockets. 
Both Bill Binney and Frank Guinta may 
take a stab at the position.

CONCORD 

Scott Bennett purchased a 
$2.15 million-winning Tri- 
State Megabucks Plus ticket 
at Circle K in Hillsborough 
last week, thanks to a clerk’s 
error, reports indicated. Ben- 
nett asked for one Tri-State 
Megabucks Plus ticket and 
one Lucky for Life ticket, but 
the clerk accidentally gave 
him two Megabucks tickets. 


One of the first actions by the state 
House of Representatives after the 
2010 elections was to eliminate the 
gun ban in the Statehouse. According 
to a Concord Monitor article, one of 
the first moves by the new legislature 
in Concord could be to reinstate the 
ban, with the House Rules Commit- 
tee reinstating it last week. 


Kimberly O’Connell, a mother 
from Derry, organized a vigil 
last week at MacGregor Park 
to remember the victims of 
the tragic shooting at Sandy 
Hook Elementary School in 
Newtown, Conn., according to 
an article in the Eagle Tribune. 


The state Department of 
Transportation announced 
recently work crews would 
be installing structural steel 
for the Interstate 93 south- 
bound bridge over Route 111 
in Windham on Wednesday, 
Dec. 26, and Thursday, Dec. 
27. The work will take place 
at night, since it will require 
crews to close Route 111. 





Holiday fire hazards 

The winter months are the lead- 
ing time for home fires, and the 
post-holiday season presents a 
slew of hazards, including dried- 
out Christmas trees combined 
with holiday electrical lighting. 
As weeks pass, Christmas trees 
dry out and become increasingly 
flammable, which becomes prob- 
lematic if trees are decorated with 
electrical lights, since it puts trees 
in direct contact with an electri- 
cal source, said Lorraine Carli, 
vice president of communications 
for the National Fire Prevention 
Association. 

Although Christmas tree fires 
are not common, when they do 
occur, they have a greater chance 
of being deadly. On average, one 
of every 66 reported home struc- 
ture Christmas tree fires resulted 
in a death compared to an average 
of one death per 144 total home 
structure fires, according to the 
NFPA. Carli said people can tell 
when the tree is drying out by the 
number of needles that drop. 

“Once you start to see more fall, 
the tree is no longer fresh, and it’s 
time to get rid of it,” she said. 

Dried trees should not be kept 
in the home, garage or outside 
against the home. Check with your 
community to find a recycling 
program. From 2006 to 2010, hol- 
iday lights and other decorative 
lighting were involved in an annu- 
al average of 160 home fires, nine 
civilian deaths, 13 related injuries 
and $9 million in direct proper- 
ty damage. To reduce the risk of 
holiday light fires, unplug electric 
decorations, inspect light strings 
for damage, do not place damaged 
lights into storage, wrap each set 
of lights in individual plastic bags 
and store electrical decorations in 
a dry place. 

In other news... 

• Stay safe on the roads: With 
people enjoying the festivities 
during the holiday season, state 
officials wanted to remind them to 
celebrate safely. In 2011, 13 peo- 
ple were killed in traffic crashes in 
New Hampshire between Thanks- 
giving and New Year’s Eve; as 
of press time, a total of 103 peo- 
ple have lost their lives on New 
Hampshire’s roadways. “Saving 
lives on New Hampshire road- 
ways is a top priority and we need 
everyone’s help to do it,” said

Col. Robert Quinn of the New 
Hampshire State Police. “Driv- 
ing a vehicle while impaired is not 
worth the risk of killing yourself 
or someone else.” State police, 
together with the state’s Driv- 
ing Toward Zero Coalition, is 
reminding people to drive sober 
or designate a sober driver, plan a 
way home before festivities begin, 
call a taxi, a sober friend or utilize 
your community’s “Sober Rides” 
program, where available. People 
who spot an erratic driver should 
call 911. 

• Hassan picks staff members: 

Gov. -elect Maggie Hassan contin- 
ued to fill out her administrative 
staff last week, naming William 
Craig policy director and adviser, 
Chris Kennedy legislative director 
and adviser and Jennifer Kuz- 
ma director of appointments and 
liaison to the Executive Council. 
“The people of New Hampshire 
expect and deserve the office of 
the governor to be as open and 
accessible as possible,” Hassan 
said in a statement. “These dedi- 
cated public servants will leverage 
their years of experience to ensure 
that Granite Staters’ voices are 
fully heard as we work together to 
build a stronger, more innovative 
New Hampshire.” 

• Concord buys Dame School: 
The city of Concord and the Con- 
cord school district reached an 
agreement last week to buy the 
former Dame School for $1. The 
city was set to close on the school 
on Monday, Dec. 31. Built in 
1923, and subsequently expand- 
ed in 1941, 1960, and 1965, the 
building spans 39,000 square 
feet on 5.4 acres. The property 
abuts Keach Park and the current 
Heights Community Center. The 
school closed in June 2012 as 


part of the District’s recent- 
ly completed Elementary School 
Consolidation Project. The agree- 
ment allows the City Auditorium 
to use the school two days per 
year. The school district will be 
allowed limited use of the indoor 
turf field. In the short term, the city 
plans to operate the school on an 
interim basis for expanded recre- 
ational programming. In addition, 
space within the building will be 
made available to local commu- 
nity groups. In the long term, the 
city plans to potentially construct 
a new citywide community center 
at the property featuring commu- 
nity rooms, gymnasiums and an 
indoor turf field, according to a 
city press release. 

• Military policy repealed: 
U.S. Sen. Jeanne Shaheen led the 
effort to repeal a policy in place 
since 1981 that denied women in 
the military coverage for abortion 
in cases of rape or incest. The pol- 
icy, which was recently appealed, 
ensures that women in uniform 
receive the same reproductive 
rights as the civilians they pro- 
tect, according to a press release 
from Shaheen’s office. “With the 
inclusion of my amendment in the 
final defense bill, we’ve made an 
important step to restoring equity 
to military service women,” Sha- 
heen said in a statement. 

• Laughton to run again: Sta- 
cie Laughton, who was the first 
transgender individual to win 
elected office in New Hampshire 
in November, resigned before she 
was even sworn in as news broke 
that she had a past as a convict- 
ed felon. A special election to fill 
the seat was scheduled for April 9, 
and, according to multiple reports, 
Laughton intends to run in the 


special election in Nashua. At the 
time of Laughton’s resignation, 
it was unclear whether she could 
legally serve. That issue remains 
cloudy. Laughton served jail time 
for a credit card conspiracy con- 
viction but has not completed her 
probation sentence. 

• Shea-Porter appointed: 
Newly elected Rep. Carol Shea- 
Porter announced last week she 
has been appointed again to the 


House Armed Services Commit- 
tee. This will be her third term on 
the committee, on which she will 
keep her seniority, according to a 
pressrelease. Shea-Porter will also 
resume work with the New Hamp- 
shire and Maine delegations to 
ensure that the Portsmouth Naval 
Shipyard remains a vital com- 
ponent of our nation’s Defense 
infrastructure, the release said. 


BEST WEEK 
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LONDONDERRY MARCHING BAND 
AND COLOR GUARD 

The marching band and color guard for Lon- 
donderry High School will represent New 
Hampshire during the 2013 Inaugural Pa- 
rade in Washington, D.C. The parade fol- 
lows Pennsylvania Avenue from 4th Street 
past the White House. “The talented groups 
chosen to participate in the Inaugural Pa- 
rade reflect the spirit, values, and diversity 
of our great nation,” said President Obama in 
a statement. “Vice President Biden and I are 
honored to have them join us in the parade.” 


WORST WEEK 
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ANIMALS 

According to a recent report by the Animal 
Legal Defense Club, New Hampshire’s an- 
imal cruelty laws aren’t up to snuff. New 
Hampshire came in 27th nationally for the 
strength of its cruelty-to-animal laws. Maine 
was No. 2, while Kentucky came in with the 
least protective laws. This is the seventh an- 
nual report the organization has put out. The 
rankings report assesses the strength of each 
jurisdiction’s animal protection laws by ex- 
amining more than 4,000 pages of statutes. 
States are judged on 1 5 different categories, 
according to the organization website.

Back to Blue Hampshire 

A busy political slate and major changes in 2012

When 2012 began, it didn’t 
look like either political par- 
| ty really had the upper hand in 
New Hampshire. A year later, 
it’s very clear: Democrats have the upper 
hand, but it took a while to get to that point. 

President Barack Obama wasn’t polling 
particularly well in the Granite State earlier 
this year. Ovide Lamontagne looked like the 
presumptive frontrunner in any prospective 
gubernatorial contest. Mitt Romney, who 
easily won the New Hampshire presidential 
primary last January, looked to be building 
considerable support in the Granite State. 
It didn’t look like Republicans were going 
to experience another wave election, ana- 
lysts said, but it certainly didn’t look like 
Democrats were behind a mounting politi- 
cal tsunami either. 

At some point, it started to change, 
though it’s difficult to point to a particular 
moment. Obama’s polling numbers solidi- 
fied, and his lead in New Hampshire grew. 
Fellow Democrats watched their leads 
grow as well. All of a sudden, Maggie Has- 
san was the frontrunner, and Democrats 
were on their way to another historically 
successful election. It’s nearly Blue Hamp- 
shire once again. 

Here’s a look at the major political hap- 
penings of 2012. 

• Republicans were making all the head- 
lines early in the year as Romney won a 
drawn-out primary race in New Hamp- 
shire, as expected, but faltered in other state 
primaries before taking the nomination in 
a lengthy fight. For a time, it looked as 
though the GOP primary was going to take 
place between Thanksgiving and Christmas 
in New Hampshire last year, thanks to Flor- 
ida moving up its primary. 

• Lamontagne and now Gov. -elect Has- 
san were long expected to run for governor 
this year, so it was no surprise when both 
opted to run this year, the first open race for 
governor in about a decade. Lamontagne 
beat Kevin Smith in the GOP primary, and 
Hassan defeated fellow former state Sen. 
Jackie Cilley in her primary before easily 
defeating Lamontagne in the general elec- 
tion. Hassan has crafted her message much 
in the same mold as outgoing Gov. John 
Lynch, while Lamontagne ’s campaign was 
criticized for not responding to attacks. 

• No surprises in either congressional 
race matchups, as voters were treated to 
rematches from 2010. Rep. Charlie Bass 
squared off against Ann McLane Kuster, 
with Kuster beating Bass this time after 
narrowly losing to him in 2010. Carol

Shea-Porter flipped the script on Rep. 
Frank Guinta, beating him relatively easily 
last month. Two years ago when Shea-Por- 
ter was the incumbent, Guinta easily beat 
her. Hassan, along with Sens. Kelly Ayotte 
and Jeanne Shaheen, Kuster and Shea-Por- 
ter, make up the country’s first all-female 
delegation. 

• The big election surprise came in the 
state House of Representatives, where 
Democrats roared back to take control of 
the House. That came after two years of 
Republicans holding a veto-proof majority 
in the House, as well as the Senate and the 
Executive Council. Democrats took a 3-2 
advantage on the Executive Council, while 
Republicans hold a slim 13-11 advantage in 
the state Senate. 

• House Republicans began to create 
problems for themselves as they delved 
into “social issues” during this past spring. 
Lawmakers created an uproar with legis- 
lation that would have required a 24-hour 
waiting period for anyone looking to obtain 
an abortion. The measure failed, but the 
damage had been done politically. 

• Many thought Gov. John Lynch and 
the Republican leadership in the House 
and Senate would be able to find common 
ground on an education funding amend- 
ment. It didn’t turn out that way, with all 
three entities making differing proposals. 
The issue never received enough votes to 
reach the ballot in November. 

• Former House Speaker William 
O’Brien, R-Mont Vernon, became a cam- 
paign slogan for Democrats this year 
leading up to the election, but he was also 
particularly successful at getting legislation 
passed. The only hiccup came on right-to- 


work legislation. Lynch stuck his neck out 
to veto that, and O’Brien was never able 
to get his Republican majority to come 
together on the issue. 

• It didn’t come to the forefront in the 
first year of O’Brien’s tenure as speaker, but 
lawmakers did attempt to repeal the state’s 
same-sex marriage law this past year. That 
effort led to the formation of Standing Up 
for New Hampshire Families, a bipartisan 
organization working to support the state’s 
gay marriage law. The repeal effort failed 
by a vote of 211-116 in the House, includ- 
ing 119 Republicans who voted against it. 

“It is interesting. It is active, and it is 
gaining steam,” said Tyler Deaton, spokes- 
man for the organization, earlier this year. 
“What makes it so interesting is how 
authentically bipartisan the organization is. 
New Hampshire has never seen anything 
like it. ... There are so many Democrats, 
Republicans and independents. It’s span- 
ning the political spectrum.” 

• The issue of voter identification reached 
the front burner this past January, with 
Project Veritas releasing a video of activists 
obtaining ballots at New Hampshire poll- 
ing locations while claiming to be people 
who had recently died. Republicans said it 
was reasonable to ask voters to present IDs, 
since they have to do it for basic things, 
like cashing checks and buying alcohol. 
But Democrats countered that it was disen- 
franchising the thousands of residents who 
didn’t have identification. Voter ID legisla- 
tion passed and was enacted in time for the 
most recent election. 

• During the summer, Sen. Kelly Ayotte 
began to see her political star rising. Ayotte 
was apparently under serious consideration 
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to be Mitt Romney’s running mate, along 
with many others. Romney, of course, 
ultimately went with Rep. Paul Ryan, but 
Ayotte has kept a high profile since that 
time, even joining Sens. John McCain and 
Lindsey Graham in their harsh criticism of 
United Nations Ambassador Susan Rice, 
who Obama had reportedly wanted to nom- 
inate for secretary of state. 

• The state’s liquor commission ran into 
some trouble this year. There was the miss- 
ing $100,000 worth of wine, which ended 
up not being missing at all. More recent- 
ly, the commission is under fire for how 
it handled the bidding process for a new 
warehouse contracter. During the summer, 
O’Brien created an 11 -person commit- 
tee to investigate the commission and to 
make recommendations on reform. Some 
lawmakers do not like the autonomy with 
which the commission can operate, thanks 
to legislation passed a couple years ago. 

• New Hampshire, along with the rest of 
the country and specifically battleground 
states, saw significant proliferation of out- 
side political groups. Groups flooded the 
state with political ads of all kinds. The 
ad environment became so convoluted it 
became difficult to figure out who was sup- 
porting what. 

“It’s gotten to the point where I need to 
see the 4 I’m so and so and I approved this 
ad’ at the end before you know who it’s 
from,” said political analyst Dean Spiliotes. 

• Former House majority leader D.J. Bet- 
tencourt saw his political career go up in 
smoke after it was revealed that Betten- 
court had fabricated his participation in an 
internship at fellow Rep. Brandon Giuda’s 


law firm. Bettencourt resigned from his 
post. 

Just a few weeks before that, former 
House staffer Bob Mead had to resign 
because he allegedly filed for reimburse- 
ment for travel expenses accumulated while 
traveling to events to recruit GOP lawmak- 
ers to run for office. 

“It gives Democrats a very good oppor- 
tunity to frame the Republican majority as 
corrupt,” said UNH Professor Dante Sea- 
la. “It’s difficult to get voters interested in 
the goings-on in Concord. The stories about 
Speaker O’Brien being very heavy handed, 
that he acts more like a czar than a speak- 
er, I think that tends to wash over voters as 
typical politics. But the thing about the Bet- 
tencourt scandal is that voters understand 
it, and it’s easy for Democrats to hang this 
whole culture of corruption in Concord and 
hang it on what Bettencourt did.” 

• New Hampshire is saying goodbye 
to Lynch, who served a record four terms 
and who enjoyed record-high approval rat- 
ings. Lynch decided not to seek a fifth term 
in office. He says he’ll be keeping a low 
profile as he moves back into the private 
sector. “I love the people of New Hamp- 
shire. I have loved being governor,” Lynch 
said in an interview with the Hippo last 
month. “And I appreciate the trust that 
they’ve placed in me.” 

• With a more split legislative makeup 
now, the talk since the November elections 
has been centered on bipartisanship. Politi- 
cian after politician has spoken about how 
the voters want legislators to govern from 
the center. Stay tuned on that.

Education ups and downs 

Good news, bad news and controversy in 2012

In the latter half of 2012, education offi- 
cials in Manchester have been dealing with 
overcrowding, threats to leave the dis- 
trict, a superintendent search and poor test 
scores. It hasn’t all been Manchester news, 
for sure, but the Queen City has been at the 
epicenter of a number of educational issues 
during the past year. 

On the statewide education scene, New 
Hampshire is looking for a waiver from No 
Child Left Behind, and residents watched 
a failed effort to pass an education fund- 
ing amendment. Residents also saw charter 
schools have an up-and-down year. 

Here’s a look at the year in education. 

• The year started well as Virginia Bar- 
ry, the state’s education commissioner, 
announced that the dropout rate for the 
2010-2011 school year was 1.19 percent, a 
slight increase, but still one of the lowest 


rates in the country. Since 2007, the state’s 
dropout rate has been cut by more than 50 
percent. 

• The big statewide news in education 
involved the state seeking a waiver from 
No Child Left Behind. Arne Duncan, sec- 
retary of education, encouraged the state to 
seek a waiver, which would give the state 
an opportunity to review its practices and 
to develop a better strategy. 

“We know we have excellent schools 
in New Hampshire, but under the restric- 
tive provisions of No Child Left Behind, 
most of our school districts are labeled as 
‘failing.’ Not only is this not accurate, this 
outdated accountability model is hurting 
our ability to support schools, especially 
those with the greatest needs,” Gov. John 
Lynch said. 

• The political and education worlds 
came together this year as lawmakers 
sought to address the state’s education 
funding predicament. As it stands now, the

state must distribute 
funding for every stu- 
dent in every district in 
the state, regardless of 
a district’s need. Law- 
makers had wanted to 
change that to allow 
the legislature to direct 
aid to communities 
that needed it the most. 

There were differ- 
ing proposals for how 
to do that, and some 
feared an amendment 
would result in the 
state simply providing 
less education funding. 

Ultimately, no consen- 
sus was reached and 
the effort failed. 

• Charter schools 
had a turbulent year. 

On the one hand, 
charter schools saw 
their ranks expand, 
with several more schools opening in the 
last couple years, including the Mill Falls 
Charter School in Manchester. But on the 
other hand, the charter school train came 
to a screeching halt this fall when the state 
Board of Education issued a ban on future 
charter schools. Board members cited fund- 
ing issues, although legislators and charter 
school supporters say the funding situation 
was under control. With a different legis- 
lative makeup, charter school supporters 
don’t really have a handle on what the new 
year is going to bring. 

“I’m certainly hoping we can work 
with the new Legislature to break this log- 
jam,” said Matthew Southerton, executive 
director of the New Hampshire Center for 
Innovative Schools. 

• Manchester schools have experienced 
a variety of controversies, particular- 
ly this fall. The district laid off more than 
160 teachers before the school year start- 
ed, which resulted in major overcrowding 
this fall. At first, there weren’t enough 
textbooks or desks for students, and class 
sizes had exceeded 40 students in some 
high schools. Hooksett and Candia, which 
send most of their high school students to 
Manchester, have begun to consider ways 
to terminate their contract with Manchester. 
Hooksett has been trying to find a way to 
negotiate an exit from its contract, though 
Manchester officials say they will claim a 
breach of contract if it comes to that. 

“We wanted to make an attempt to nego- 
tiate in good faith with Manchester to bring 
the contract to an end in a way that’s ben- 
eficial to all parties,” said Hooksett school 
board member David Pearl in Novem- 
ber. “We wanted to resist sending a letter 
declaring a breach.” 

• Manchester Superintendent of Schools 


Thomas Brennan announced this year that 
this will be his last in the Queen City. His 
tenure, which began in 2008, has been 
marred by continuous battles with the city’s 
school board. 

“I’m disappointed that I wasn’t able to 
do a lot of the things that I’d hoped to do,” 
Brennan said in an interview with the Hip- 
po in September. “And number one, I think, 
being able to create a more positive work- 
ing relationship between myself and the 
board of school committee. That seems to 
take up more of our time than really is nec- 
essary. To the extent to my role, the role I 
played in that, I regret that I wasn’t able to 
get over that.” 

• The issue of concussions became a 
big topic nationally. New Hampshire, 
according to officials, has done a good job 
educating its athletes, coaches and adminis- 
trators about the dangers of concussions, as 
well as symptoms. Trainers say they have 
seen progress in terms of getting the seri- 
ousness of concussions across to people. 

“If an athlete gets any type of head inju- 
ry, we can use this baseline as a guide to 
test the severity of the injury and to serve 
as another way of determining when it is 
safe for an athlete to return to practice or 
play,” Eric Brown, a football coach at Con- 
cord High School, wrote in an email. 

• This month and this holiday season was 
marred by the horrific shooting in Connect- 
icut two weeks ago that left 20 children 
and six adults dead. The shooting has led 
to calls for more gun control, as well as a 
reassessment of school safety. 

• On a positive note, Heidi Welch, a 
music teacher at Hillsboro-Deering High 
School, was chosen as teacher of the year. 

“It’s nice to see the attention for our lit- 
tle district, because we’re busting our butt 
and doing the best we can,” Welch said. 41

e So what’s it all about? 

® It’s a nonpartisan political 
# action committee, and our 
focus is to support and recruit a 
new wave of candidates in next year’s 
municipal elections here in Manchester, 
specifically focusing on the board of mayor 
and aldermen and the school board. ... We 
think now is a good time for the next gener- 
ation of leaders in Manchester to stand up. 
The city has made great strides, but like any 
city, we have unique challenges. We think 
it’s important that we have people stepping 
up to provide choices to voterse. 


How did the organization come togeth- 
er to begin with? 

We have a great team behind the organi- 
zation. Sarah Stewart, who is a top political 
strategist and one of the partners of b-fresh 
consulting. And Tyler Deaton (who recent- 
ly joined b-fresh consulting as well). I know 
Sarah and Tyler well, and we’re all relative- 
ly young people, and we’re all Manchester 
residents. ... We thought bringing togeth- 
er this organization like this is a great way 
to bring some new choices forward and to 
have a great debate as a community in the 
upcoming year. 


When did it get started officially? 

We just launched earlier this month on 
Dec. 2. ... We’ve been planning for months 
in advance, laying out a strategy for how 
to recruit candidates between now and the 
first part of 2013.

So you ’ll be recruit- 
ing candidates?

We want to engage the 
city as we’re looking at the next budget, 
which will be looked at this spring. Also, 
the charter commission is meeting as well. 
We think it’s important that the communi- 
ty be aware and engaged in that discussion, 
in what changes may or may not take place. 

We want to engage more Manchester 
residents in what is happening in the city, 
to bring more energy and more leadership 
to what is happening now. 


Are there issues with current boards? 

We haven’t gotten to the level where 
we’re identifying specific wards or seats.

A political whirlwind 

The presidential primary started the political year, with Mitt Rom- 
ney winning easily. For the first time in more than a decade, New 
Hampshire had an open race for governor. Some were surprised more 
candidates didn’t run on both sides in that race. With record turnout, 
the state saw Democrats have sweeping success in the November elec- 
tions, taking both congressional seats, as well as control of the state 
House of Representatives and the Executive Council, along with the 
governor’s office. 

QOL Score: ? 

Comment: Following the 2008 elections, pundits and analysts were 
conceding that New Hampshire had become a much bluer state. That 
progress seemed thwarted after the 2010 election, but after the 2012 
elections, its become clearer that New Hampshire might not be Blue 
Hampshire, but certainly Bluer Hampshire. 

Once-a-century storms continue 

While 2012 opened with relatively mild weather — there was lit- 
tle snowfall in 2012 — that changed this fall. Hurricane Sandy swept 
across the entire eastern seaboard causing massive damage and result- 
ing in widespread power outages in November. New Hampshire 
officials asked for and received federal emergency declarations due to 
the storm. Power crews said they are better prepared to address major 
power outages, after several destructive storms hit hard in recent years.

Comment: Power company officials have said the public has gotten 
more used to extended power outages, while companies have been bet- 
ter prepared to address them quicker. What kind of storms does 2013 
have in store? 

Pests run wild 

Whether it’s mosquitoes, ticks, stink bugs or ash borers, there seems 
to be no shortage of displeasing pests in the Granite State. Mosquitoes 
were abundant this year, and so were the diseases they carry: eastern 
equine encephalitis and West Nile Virus. Stink bugs took over house- 
holds, and while this variety doesn’t pose problems beyond smelling 
bad, an invasive kind could one day be an issue for farmers. During the 
summer, the state had a high level of Lyme disease cases. Extermina- 
tors also dealt with high mouse and other rodent populations.

Comment: Will 2013 bring a slate of new pests ready to take the 
state by storm, or is the state due for a reprieve from varmints? 

Tragic year for law enforcement 

In April, police officers in Greenland were attempting to serve a 
search warrant and an arrest warrant at a Greenland home when Cullen 
Mutrie fired at officers, killing the town’s police chief, Michael Malo- 
ney, and injuring four other officers. After an hours-long standoff, 
Mutrie took his own life and killed his girlfriend, Brittany Tibbetts. 
The attorney general’s office released a report on the shooting, find- 
ing a number of issues with how the incident was handled. In March, 
Manchester police officer Dan Doherty was shot in the line of duty by 
Myles Webster. Doherty survived and testified at Webster’s trial earlier 
this month. Webster was found guilty of attempted murder.

Comment: The attorney generals report of the Greenland shooting 
indicated that officers 9 responses were nothing short of “ heroic . ” QOL 
hopes for a safer year for law enforcement in 2013.

A thriving year for the arts 

New art centers, restorations, classes in 2012

It was a big year for the arts in 
New Hampshire. 

Renovations, shop openings, 
studio openings, awards and new 
branding efforts characterized the 
2012 arts scene. Tack on a study 
released by the N.H. State Coun- 
cil on the Arts that details a $ 1 1 5 . 1 
contribution that arts and culture 
organizations give to the econ- 
omy, and it’s safe to say that it’s 
been an eventful year, indeed. 

This study, prepared by Amer- 
icans for the Arts, “Arts & 
Economic Prosperity, IV: Report 
for the State of New Hamp- 
shire,” found that 21 percent of 
the state’s nonprofit arts and cul- 
ture organizations created $115.1 
million in total economic activity 
in New Hampshire, and the equiv- 
alent of 3,493 full-time jobs. So it 
shouldn’t have been too much of 
a surprise when new art venues, 
schools and studios popped up all 
over the state in 2012. 

New and renovated 
shops and studios 

WonderMade (19 Warren St., 
Concord, 412-855-3935) opened 
last spring, a retail space for art- 
ists and crafters to cosign and 
purchase handmade products. 
The tiny shop on Warren Street 
is constantly morphing, bringing 
in more artists, murals and retail 
space as time goes on. Further 
south, Charlie and KC Morgan 
also opened a space for art in the 
Wild Salamander Creative Arts 
Center (30 Ash St., Hollis, wild- 
salamander, com, 465-WILD). 
The art center is located in what 
Hollis residents know as the old 
Whitty house, with lots of room 
for art classes and clubs for artists 
ages 2 to adult. 

Monica Leap finally opened 
the doors to the long-awaited Stu- 


dio 550 (550 Elm St., Manchester, 
759-0466), which will offer pot- 
tery classes, movement classes 
and studio space for beginning 
and thriving artists. 

The New Hampshire League 
of Craftsmen continued to spread 
the breadth of their league, starting 
with the ever-popular Craftsmen 
Fair, which was held last August, 
and continued with their involve- 
ment in NH Open Doors. Their 
summer 2011 move from N. Main 
St. to the new craft center on S. 
Main St. has enabled the league 
to further its mission in teaching 
craft classes in 2012, said Carol 
Fusaro. The Currier Museum’s 
exhibition, “New Hampshire 
and the American Studio Craft 
movement,” detailed just how 
important the state was in making 
craftsmanship regarded as an art 
form. (The exhibition will be on 
view until Sunday, Dec. 30.) 

“With the craft center, the 
League continues to expand the 
number and variety of courses 
they can offer,” said Carol Fusa- 
ro in a phone interview. 

Furniture masters made their 
presence known this year, with 
a new, permanent gallery at the 
S.M.I.L.E. building in Concord 
to exhibit their work. Having 
this permanent space had been 
a “longtime dream” for the New 
Hampshire Furniture Masters,” 
said Brian Sargent the current 
chairman for the organization. 

Social and online art 

It also became a bit less intim- 
idating through the social art 
groups that are popping up all 
over the state. It started with the 
Canvas Roadshow, an organi- 
zation started by three Bedford 
moms who wanted to start paint- 
ing again. Their “Paint and Sip” 
events (thecanvasroadshow.com) 
are held in various restaurants, 
wineries, homes and party spac- 


es and comprise of step-by-step 
painting lessons with some food 
and wine. 

Muse Paintbar, a new art 
hotspot on Hanover Street in 
Manchester (musepaintbar.com) 
is another place to mingle, munch 
and paint. It opened just a couple 
of weeks ago and offers an alter- 
native to your night on the town. 

In many areas, art also became 
more accessible. In some cases, 
it became more affordable, such 
as through Bedford artist Den- 
nis Sheehan’s online art school, 
sheehanacademy.com, where the 
accomplished artist teaches step- 
by-step classes through online 
video at just a fraction of what his 
in-person class costs. 

Joining forces 

A new partnership formed this 
year as well. The New Hamp- 
shire Institute of Art announced 
just last month an agreement to 
formally merge with and assume 
the management of the Sharon 
Arts Center in Peterborough, a 
merge that comes seven months 
after the two arts organizations 
launched a creative partnership. 
With the longstanding history of 
providing exceptional visual art 
education to communities in New 
Hampshire, leaders from each 
organization felt that it only made 
sense to combine their strengths 
to create expanded opportunities 
for artists of all levels and inter- 
ests, said institute President Roger 
Williams. 

Classical changes 

On the music scene, perhaps 
one of the most important events 
this year was the Nashua Sym- 
phony’s evolution into a new 
name, Symphony New Hamp- 
shire. Its opening concert in 
October signaled the changes 
that were coming with classical 
music in New Hampshire, said 


Eric Valliere, executive director 
of Symphony NH. “Fifth Dimen- 
sions” was the first concert under 
the new name, and in addition, the 
first concert following the acous- 
tic and aesthetic renovations made 
by the city this past summer, and 
the first concert under the leader- 
ship of the new Symphony Chorus 
director, Holly Krafta. 

And, “With an audience of 
880, it signaled that there is still 
a substantial audience in New 
Hampshire for professional clas- 
sic music,” Valliere wrote in an 
email. 

Proud year for Palace 

Some of the accomplishments 
that people at the Palace The- 
atre are most proud of are the 
ones that happened off-stage. In 
489 seats, to be exact; the Palace 
Theatre installed 489 new seats 
during the summertime to replace 
the smaller, aging seats, which 
offered more legroom and a more 
comfortable theater experience. 
By adding an extra row up front, 
the new seating installation also 


allows for 33 additional audience 
members at each production. 

Last summer, the Palace The- 
atre was also selected as the 2012 
Outstanding Historic Theatre by 
the League of Historic American 
Theatres, an award which cele- 
brates excellence in recognizing 
theatres for the preservation, res- 
toration and sustainable operation 
of historic theatres throughout 
North America. 

The Majestic moves 

As sad as they were to leave 
their theater on the West side at the 
end of last year, Artistic Director 
Rob Dionne says he’s proud that 
the folks at the Majestic were able 
to move everything to the new 
facilities with success. The din- 
ner shows are still at the Chateau, 
but now the Majestic non-dinner 
shows take place at the Manches- 
ter Community Music School. “It 
was great to see people support- 
ing the Majestic, enabling us to 
continue to do the things we do,” 
Dionne said.

Eat, laugh, solve 

Majestic produces an interactive mystery comedy

Who’s been sending threatening letters to 
Tucker Stumpp? 

It’s the question of the night at the 
Majestic Theatre’s New Year’s show, Mur- 
der, Country Style , and it’s a question that 
audiences will tinker with more than they 
normally might at a theatrical production. 
The audience interaction at these annu- 
al New Year’s Eve production is, after all, 
one of the reasons why it always sells out, 
according to Rob Dionne, artistic director 
at the Majestic. 

That, and the fact that dinner is included. 

The idea in offering these New Year’s 
dinner theater productions is for audiences 
to be able to get food and entertainment in 
one stop. 

“The show’s not Shakespeare by any 
means. People like [this] series because the 
plays are fun, even a little hokey,” Dionne 
said. 

Starring in Murder, Country Style are the 
Stumpp Family Singers: Tucker Stumpp, 
a never-married, grizzled country boy; 
Eugene Stumpp, the dweeb; Flint Stumpp, 
an ambitious, pretty-faced hunk; Doreen 
Stumpp, a man-hungry woman who “chas- 
es after anything in pants;” and Mae Rue 
Stumpp, Doreen’s twin. (Doreen and Mae 
Rue don’t look like twins at all, except for 
their hairstyles.) 

They’re joined by their bodyguard, Pat- 
rick J., and a local policewoman in trying 
to track down and stop the hired killer who 
has been sending these threatening messag- 
es. Throw in some cowboy boots, flannel 
shirts and some deep, Southern accents, 
and you’ve got the recipe for an intrigu- 
ing New Year’s Eve show at the Majestic 
Theatre. 

Audiences play the detective role from 
the very beginning. In past years during 
Moushey productions, the cast has brought 
members of the audience on stage for 
some lineless parts, Dionne said. This year, 
instead of the audience stepping on stage, 
the actors (in character) actually break the 
stage wall and meander their way into the 
audience during Act I. 

Audience members will be able to talk 
with the characters and get a feel of what 
each Stumpp character is like from the very 
beginning. 

“That’s where they get their clues, in 
the conversations that precede the actu- 
al show,” said Carol Neveaux, director of 
Murder, Country Style. 

And so, arriving at the show on time is 
very important. After this initial interaction, 
the characters meander on stage for the rest

of the show. 

However, audiences are encouraged to 
continue to think about who the perpetrator 
could be through a survey during intermis- 
sion, which comprises of questions to help 
brainstorm. 

Dionne emphasized, however, that par- 
ticipation is purely voluntary. 

“People shouldn’t be nervous; some peo- 
ple get scared that they’ll be brought out on 
stage. If you come with friends simply as 
a spectator, that’s fine,” Dionne said. “You 
can be involved for as much or as little as 
you like.” 

These kinds of shows are also popu- 
lar because of their lightheartedness and 
ridiculousness. 

“I love the comedy. People will get a kick 
out of the lines and the music,” Neveaux 
said. 

The cast will sing some of the top musi- 
cal hits by the Stumpp family, most notably 
a song called “Roadkill.” (“Like that road- 
kill, your headlights left me blinded/ And 
now there are tire tracks on my mind.”) 

“When you listen to them singing it, 
you can’t help but crack up ... The two 
girls [the actors who play Doreen and Mae 
Rue] are so serious when they’re singing it 
[“Roadkill”] that you’d think it’s a top hit,” 
Neveaux said. 

Because of the demand Dionne has seen 
in past New Year’s Eve productions, this 
year’s show features two runs: one on Mon- 
day, Dec. 3 1, at 7 p.m., and one on Tuesday, 
Jan. 1, at noon, both of which will be per- 
formed at the Chateau Event Center.

Feel the pinch 

Monster lobster truck rolls into Manchester

When Greg Winchenbach first 
started driving monster trucks, he 
found it difficult to differentiate 
himself from all the other Chevys, 
Dodges and Fords. So he created 
an initial design for a truck to rep- 
resent his home state of Maine, his 
love of New England and his previ- 
ous life out on the water. 

“I used to fish and thought, 
‘Why not build a lobster truck?’” 
Winchenbach said. 

At first, the idea of turning his 
monster truck into a giant lobster of 
destruction was not taken serious- 
ly by the fiberglass shop he hoped 
would help him build it. 

“I brought it in and said, ‘Hey, I 
want to build this thing and put it on 
a roll-cage.’ They looked at me like 
I had three heads,” he said. 

But after some convincing, 
Winchenbach’s Crushstation began 
to take shape. He said he spent 
about $8,000 on the foam to be 
carved into the truck’s new body. 
To make sure he was staying true 
to his roots, Winchenbach enlisted 
the help of Stephen King’s artist to 
draw up an exceptionally detailed 
lobster shape, which was then pro- 
vided to the fiberglass shop. 

One of the most enjoyable 
aspects of the building process, 
Winchenbach said, was watching 
the man from the fiberglass shop 
carve the foam into a shellfish. 

“He held a dead lobster in one 
hand and picked up an old fash- 
ioned carpenter handsaw in one 
hand and started taking off big 
chunks at a time,” Winchenbach 


said. “Then, he used an old fash- 
ioned hacksaw blade to fine tune all 
the little spikes.” 

Since 2009, Crushstation has 
been appearing at monster truck 
events bearing its claws and using 
its tail to balance itself as Winchen- 
bach props the truck up into one of 
the most vertical wheelies in the 
business. 

Most importantly however, 
Winchenbach said the lobster truck 
has provided him that identity he 
desired. He said that after a race, 
fans may talk about their favorite 
Dodge or Chevy they saw in the 
pits, but no one ever forgets about 
Crushstation. Aside from its mem- 
orable appearance, Winchenbach 
said Crushstation has some rare 
abilities in competition. He said his 
wheelies always draw gasps as the 
audience wonders if he is going to 
flip the truck on its back. Anoth- 
er Crushstation signature move, 
Winchenbach said, is having the 
truck spin like a top while moving 
only an inch. 

Owning and driving monster 
trucks requires year-long mainte- 
nance work to make sure the vehicle 
stays in competition condition, but 
with a giant three-dimensional lob- 
ster, Winchenbach said sometimes 
there can be more work than just 
tightening nuts and bolts. 

“This body been upside down 1 1 
times and has broken and cracked, 
but we built it with heavy duty 
enough pieces to stay intact,” 
Winchenbach said. “Once a year 
we take the body off and grind out 
all the cracks.” 

Friday, Jan. 4, and Saturday, Jan. 
5, is the opening weekend for the

winter season, and Crushstation 
will be rolling its way into Man- 
chester’s Verizon Wireless Arena. 
Though Winchenbach said he will 
always be a Mainer, he considers 
all of New England his home turf. 
Crushstation has traveled as far 
south as Missouri, but most of the 
lobster truck’s fans are in Winchen- 
bach’s own backyard. 

“There was a little boy from New 
Hampshire who is coming to the 
New Hampshire Monster Jam who 
had a Crushstation birthday par- 
ty,” Winchenbach said. “They even 
made a 19-pound cake that looks 
like Crushstation.” 

With the season just getting 
underway, Winchenbach said he is 
preparing Crushstation to be at the 
top of its game before its 2013 New 
England debut. 

“We’re going to put the claws to 
everyone that’s going to show up,” 
Winchenbach said. “It’s the first 
show of the year and it’s in New 
England, which is my territory. All 
the other trucks better be ready, 
because the lobster is coming.” 41

Thanks for writing in. When I see sets 
like this, I think of a time when people 
could actually sit down and enjoy each oth- 
er’s company and have tea. Not so much in 
this busy day. 

Your pewter set is from around the 
1930s. The interesting thing about anything 
marked pewter is that most of the real con- 
tent is other metal alloys. When you have 
earlier pewter, most is not marked at all 
other than touch marks from the maker. 

Your set is a common style, and there are 
still many around, which makes the value 
low, unfortunately. A complete set would 
be under $100. And the market would be 
tough for it. 

Now, if it were me, I would try to find 
another use for it. Set it up on your dress- 
er and use it for brushes, makeup, etc., or 



in the bathroom for cotton balls, Q-tips or 
even rolled-up face cloths. 

I hope this was helpful to you and hope 
you can find another use for your set. I 
think the money you invested was still OK 
for the set.

I gave it 
lots of compost, some Pro-Gro organic fer- 
tilizer and a healthy dose of green sand. 
By fall I had five or more stems from each 
root, and most grew 3 feet tall! My pars- 
nips , onions and all root crops also did well. 

I was surprised to see how deeply my 
scorzonera (a first year for it) grew into the 
ground: 8 to 12 inches, even though each 
root was less than an inch in diameter. And 
each was a nearly perfect cylinder. It’s a 
lesser-known root crop, one that is cooked 
and eaten, not munched raw like carrots. It 
tasted good in the turkey stuffing or sauteed 
with other root vegetables. I was also sur- 


prised that my beets grew so perfectly, even 
the ones that I had not thinned enough. 

I was disappointed to see, once again, 
that various blights terminated my tomato 
harvest early. In the “old days,” tomatoes 
kept on growing and producing fruit 
through September and into October. We 
covered them with blankets to keep the 
frost off them. But not anymore. Late blight 
finished them off by Labor Day. And of 
course, there was impatiens downy mildew. 

But many gardeners had terrific toma- 
toes this year, given all the sunshine we 
had. Dennis and Pat were “pleased to see 
that our Campari tomatoes, which Dennis 
grew from seed, had such good productiv- 
ity along one section of our tomato fence.” 

Gary Milek was surprised and pleased 
to eat Juliet salad tomatoes in December. 
Sarah had pulled the plants and hung them 
upside down in the garage to ripen. 

Hippo reader Sylvia Moher of Manches- 
ter wrote that she “finally had a nice beet 
crop. Enjoyed roasting them with olive oil 
and our rosemary. Yummy!” She was dis- 
appointed by her Brussels sprouts. “We had 
to buy a pound at the grocery store to add 
to our entire crop for Thanksgiving.” Next 


year, cut the tops off the plants on Labor 
Day weekend so that the plants will stop 
growing tall, and the sprouts will bulk up. 

Elizabeth Russell was surprised by “the 
number of skunks, woodchucks and rac- 
coons outside and mice inside.” 

Virgie Beacom, a master gardener in 
Merrimack, wrote that she added compost 
to her strawberry bed this year. “Before 
long, the strawberries were prolific and 
started to ripen. I shooed my grandchildren 
away saying ‘Let’s wait until they are real- 
ly red!’ I was surprised by the number of 
them and how beautiful they were. Much to 
our surprise and disappointment, the very 
next day after I said ‘Let’s wait!’ we found 
that our bumper crop had been almost com- 
pletely stolen by the local chipmunks!” 

Diana Celmer was surprised by the num- 
ber of potatoes she got from each plant this 
year. “Yukon Gold produced on average 12 to 
14 large potatoes per plant. And they keep so 
well.” Congrats, Diana. I had a small crop this 
year, probably because I planted mine where 
they were in part shade from a small plum 
tree. Next year, full sun for my potatoes! 

Brian Steinwand, recently retired, wrote 
that he was surprised by “how well some

crops do in containers. I can grow a lot in 
a small amount of space, and even move 
some of those containers to follow the sun 
during the day.” 

Daniel Duffy wrote, “In 2012 I was 
pleased to see that you were available when 
I had questions. I am a beginning garden- 
er, just completing my second year. I have 
your book, Organic Gardening (Not Just) 
in the Northeast: A Hands-On Month-to- 
Month Guide , and it guided me Spring 
thru Fall, with tips, suggestions, guidelines 
which I was grateful to have.

Flooded cars are bad news 



Dear Tom and Ray: 

Can you help my sisters family? They 
were victims of Hurricane Sandy this fall, 
and although their cars are running, they 
did get saltwater up to the electrical system 
in both vehicles. Their mechanic said the 
cars are totaled, and there s nothing to be 
done. Is he correct, or can you help? — Sue 

TOM: If what you mean by “up to the 
electrical system” is up to the fuse box at 
the top of the engine compartment, he prob- 
ably IS correct. 

RAY: Water can do a tremendous amount 
of damage to a car. It can wreak havoc on 
computers and safety and electrical sys- 
tems. It can lead to early corrosion and rust 
inside the engine and among the relays and 
wiring under the dashboard. It can result in 
a mold odor so vicious that even my broth- 
er would notice it. 

TOM: Possibly. 


RAY: That’s why insurance companies 
often total flooded cars. Replacing all of the 
waterlogged parts simply costs more than 
replacing the whole vehicle. 

TOM: We wrote an article about dealing 
with, and avoiding, flooded cars after the 
hurricane. You can read it at our website, 
www.cartalk.com. 

RAY: Your relatives should call their 
insurance company and report the incident 
right away. You want the adjuster to come 
out and look at the cars while the fish are 
still swimming in them. If he agrees that the 
cars are not worth repairing, he’ll declare 
them totaled and offer a settlement. Like 
$14. 

TOM: But they can refuse that and nego- 
tiate what they think are reasonable values 
for the cars after researching the prices of 
similar cars on used-car shopping sites. 

RAY: If they don’t have comprehen- 
sive insurance, then I suppose they can keep 
driving the cars for now, as long as the cars’ 
basic mechanical components and safety sys- 
tems are working. But at some point, they’re 
going to be driven out of the cars by an end- 
less series of electrical failures and the smell. 
So buy them a crate of Lysol Citrus Meadows 
Scent and wish them luck for us. 


Dear Tom and Ray: 

I’d like to get a Toyota Prius, but my 
curb cut is just steep enough that everyone 
I know who drives a Prius scrapes when 
they turn into my driveway. So, my ques- 
tions are: (1) Would frequent scraping on 
the front of the car damage it? And (2) if the 
scraping would cause damage, can I have 
the car raised a couple of inches somehow 
so it doesn ’t contact the sidewalk every time 
I drive in and out? — Peter 

TOM: Frequent scraping certainly can 
cause damage, Peter. Ask anyone who 
spends a lot of time riding a bicycle. 

RAY: It really depends on what’s being 
scraped. Lots of cars have a plastic wind 
deflector under the front bumper to improve 
mileage. If that’s all you’re scraping, it 
would be of no mechanical consequence — 
until it fell off. And even then, it still might 
not be of much consequence. 

TOM: But if you were scraping, say, the 
oil pan, that could cause problems. Then 
you could tear it open one day as you were 
backing out of the driveway, lose all of your 
oil, seize the engine and then have to go out 
and buy yourself a cheap replacement car, 
like a used ‘97 Saturn. 

RAY: So this requires some specific 
investigation, Peter. Explain to your Toyo-

Prius, the route is going to have to include a 
trip up your driveway. 

TOM: When you turn into your driveway 
(go very slowly), if you hear a scrape, you 
then can get out and watch and try to deter- 
mine what’s scraping. Even if you can’t tell 
by watching, you may be able to see telltale 
scrape marks on something under there. 

RAY: The Prius is designed with mileage 
in mind, so my guess is that what’s scrap- 
ing probably is some plastic shielding that 
improves airflow underneath the car. But 
since this car starts out low to the ground 
for aerodynamic purposes, you also could 
be risking a more important component. So 
my advice would be: If it scrapes, look for 
a different car. 

TOM: You’re not going to raise the car a 
few inches. That’s impractical, and it’s dif- 
ficult to do. You might get half an inch out 
of larger tires, but if you need more than 
that, try something else.

The tech that was 

Tablets, Chrome and other techie news from 2012

2012 has rushed by like a 
speeding bit on a 1600MHz 
bus, hasn’t it? The amount 
of gadgetry that bubbled 
to the surface was astonishing. Let’s take 
a look at some of the big trends of the year. 

Tablets are here to stay: In my look 
back at 20 1 1 , 1 ran down the list of different 
tablets available in the marketplace. The 
list has changed a little bit, but Apple’s still 
dominant. The company, usually on a year- 
ly upgrade cycle, introduced not one, not 
two, but three new iPads this year. One was 
just a minor spec bump, but the first new 
one introduced the Retina display to the 
device, a high-resolution screen with pixels 
that are too small to see with the naked eye 
at normal viewing distances. The other was 
the iPad mini, which shrunk the phenome- 
non down a couple inches. 

Google decided to make its own tab- 
lets with the operating system it unleashed 
upon the world, Android. Its Nexus line is 
pricier than the bargain tablets you find in 
department stores, but the build quality is 
much better and you get updates straight 
from the source. Google’s biggest competi- 
tor was and is Amazon, which uses its own 
flavor of Android on its Kindle Fire tablets. 
Choosing between them is largely a ques- 
tion of which content ecosystem you want 
to buy into, Amazon’s or Google’s. 

And then there’s Microsoft. 

Windows 8 tries to make a splash: 
There’s still not much excitement over Win- 
dows 8. The touch-centric interface only 
makes sense on touch-sensitive devices, 
and way too many desktops and laptops just 
don’t have that capability. Even new laptops 
are being sold with Windows 8 with regular 


old non-touch screens, because that’s much 
cheaper to do. 

Will it survive? Sure. Windows is too big 
to fail, and even with the growth of mobile 
computing, most work is still done on desk- 
tops and laptops. Some commentators have 
suggested that there will be a service pack 
at some point making the Windows 8 desk- 
top look and feel more like its predecessors; 
I’m inclined to agree. 

Chrome breaks through: According 
to gs.statcounter.com, Google’s Chrome 
browser is now more popular than Micro- 
soft’s Internet Explorer on the desktop. It 
took the lead in May 2012 and has been 
pulling away ever since. Firefox is in third 
place, and the native Mac browser, Safari, 
is way back in fourth. 

Irony of ironies? That Web site I men- 
tioned didn’t work in Chrome when I first 
brought it up to check the stats. A quick 
update brought it roaring to life, though. 

America might build again: Most of 
our electronics are made in China. That’s 
just something most of us accept, because 
that’s how globalization works. Some 
high-profile problems at Foxconn, though, 
changed the story. Foxconn assembles 
iPhone for Apple among many other giz- 
mos, and working conditions there are 
always under scrutiny. Fabor costs — what 
people get paid — are lower in China than 
they would be in the US, and there’s a huge 
labor force just waiting to work. 

Earlier this month, Apple announced that 
a small portion of its Macs would be made 
in the United States. Does this foreshad- 
ow a larger return of electronics assembly 
to our shores? That’s something to watch 
for in 2013.

2012 food trends 

Locally grown, locally brewed, locally owned

The love of all things local continued in 
2012 — from the CSAs providing home- 
cooks with local produce to local beer on 
tap at area restaurant. 

• Local, big time: It’s been a success- 
ful year for NH Farm to Restaurant, a 
group that highlights restaurants that serve 
locally grown and crafted goods. Cotton 
restaurant in Manchester was certified by 
the organization in August. Before that, 
Margarita Grill (Glen), Blue Moon Evolu- 
tion (Exeter), and MT’s Local Kitchen and 
Wine Bar (Nashua) were certified as well, 
and joining those ranks since then have 
been The Runner Stone Market (Warner), 
and Crust and Crumb Baking Co. (Con- 
cord) and Local Eatery (Laconia). NH Farm 
to Restaurant President Charlie Burke said 
he’s also developing different certification 
levels, such as platinum and silver levels, 
as a way to recognize restaurants’ varying 
local sourcing efforts. 

• To market, to market: There are 
plenty of super markets here in New 
Hampshire — super local and/or super 
specialized. Not only does nearly every 
town (at least in southern New Hamp- 
shire) have a summer farmers market 
but there are a growing number of win- 
ter markets (many of them starting in 
January — check the food listings for 
details). New specialty markets like Tus- 
can Kitchen (Salem) and the Winter Hill 
Farm Store (Hillsborough) added to the 
offerings of area ethnic markets and farm 
stands, (Find our look at local ethnic 
markets in the Sept. 27 issue. Go to www. 
hippopress.com and click on the current 
issue and then click on the calendar icon 
on the bottom left of the page.) The Meat 
House opened new locations and stores 
such as Butter’s Fine Food continue to 
thrive after relocation. 

• SUPERmarkets: The year saw some 
new additions to the supermarket scene 
as well. Stores like Fresh Market (Bed- 
ford), Aldi (Salem), Trader Joe’s (Nashua, 
Portsmouth) and an in- development Whole 
Foods (Nashua) walk the line between 
specialty and super- stores. But then, the 
Granite State’s 28th Market Basket opened 
in Manchester this year and, incidentally, 
sells a growing number of local products, 
including in the beer aisle. 

• Oh yeah, beer ... and wine, and 
mead: Henniker Brewing Co. came online 
in mid-December, just squeaking into the 
count of microbreweries that got their starts 
in 2012. There’s also Earth Eagle, Blue 



Lobster, Canterbury Ale Works, Throwback 
and Candia Road, all of which have started 
up over the last year and a half. 

“People want to try new brews and dif- 
ferent beers from all over the country and 
the world,” said Shawn Roy, chef at the 
Coach Stop (Londonderry). 

This year, Roy helped to bring about that 
restaurant’s tavern atmosphere with a new 
outdoor deck and draft beer. Drink selec- 
tion in general, he said, is being broadened, 
and the New Hampshire palate is get- 
ting more curious and adventurous all the 
time. The first Lakes Region Barrel Tasting 
weekend event saw wineries and meader- 
ies from Webster to Ossipee taking part in 
exclusive tastings at the end of September. 
Also, LaBelle Winery (Amherst) opened 
in an elegant complex on Route 101 and, 
in June, White Birch (Hooksett) held the 
second annual Southern NH Craft Beer 
Festival and the British Beer Co. (Man- 
chester) came to the state. 

“I think that is the biggest trend in the 
food world right now. It’s not about Bud 
Light versus Coors Light anymore; it seems 
the bigger the beer selection and the more 
variety is the way to go,” Roy said. 

• My dream job: Perhaps fueled by the 
new wave of brewing or the entire local 
revolution, foodies, homesteaders and hob- 
byists have been turning dreams into reality 
by turning recipes into day jobs. At farm- 
ers markets, for example, you’re finding 
a number of, well, not farmers. Stay-at- 
home moms, lawyers, techies and CEOs 
are finding fun in the food lane. Cookies 
from Tominas and Nonna’s, breads from 
the Bread Peddler and cupcakes from Bite

Chocolatey creativity 

Fanatic goes retail

Walking the tightrope between choco- 
latier and artist, Maria Marini has opened 
The Chocolate Fanatic. 

Since 2009, her artisanal chocolate 
venture had been exclusively wholesale, 
production done out of a homestead kitch- 
en in her Milford home. But in November, 
she finished a move to The Chocolate 
Fanatic (76 Route 101 A, Unit 5, Amherst, 
672-7133), her new retail location. Two 
large cases running the length of the 
L-shaped room give the professional- 
ly trained artist turned foodie more room 
to stock her products, and there’s a bigger 
kitchen to experiment in. 

“I needed room to expand; The Choco- 
late Fanatic had grown so big,” she said, 
of her wholesale operation, which was 
primarily bulk orders for coffee shops, 
bakeries and specialty stores that would 
sell her chocolates packaged or in gift 
boxes. 

Retail offers her more freedom; the dis- 
plays are filled with piles of fruity, nutty 
morsels, turtle bars, cherry candies, fudge 
and other goodies for customers to purase. 

Chocolate, Marini says, is like wine. It’s 
made differently by many different peo- 
ple, and it’s all about where you get your 
grapes and what you do with them. For her 
dark chocolate, she chooses Belgian, with 
53 percent cocoa butter, and for her milk 
chocolate, an Old Dutch with 34 percent. 
Both are accessible flavors: the milk choc- 
olate is milky and the dark has a balance of 
sweet and bitter. 

“Most people like chocolate to be sweet, 
some tend to want the bitterness or a real 
heavy flavor, but I feel this is how people 
like chocolate to taste,” she said. “We also 
carry white chocolate too, which is also 
Belgian.” 

Despite her carefully selected grapes, 
Marini is less of a sommelier than a chef, 
she said. Her chocolates are but an easel 
for a huge variety of additional morsels. 

“I like things that are unusual and differ- 
ent so when people come in here, it looks 
whimsical. Not only have I been cooking 
for years, but I’m not afraid to try things,” 
she said. 

It shows. Marini’s creations include 
chocolate-dipped glace pineapples and 
apricots; molded theater faces embedded 
with fruits and nuts and coated with a food 
luster sheen; imported Amarena cherry 
dark chocolates; macadamia, almond, pep- 
ita, cashew and pecan bark; and chocolates 
topped with citrus lime- or mer lot- fla- 
vored sea salts, Moroccan spiced peanuts

or a combination of organic shaved, toast- 
ed and flaked coconut. Most of these are 
sold for $23.95 per pound or as individ- 
ual pieces for between $1 and $3. Jars of 
candy greeting customers when they first 
walk in, at $12.95 per pound, contain 
chocolate covered gummy bears, dazzle 
milk balls, almonds covered in tiramisu 
or Cafe Figaro coffee and espresso beans 
dusted in cinnamon or traditionally coat- 
ed in chocolate. 

Marini, who grew up in Massachusetts, 
has been around art all her life. Her dad 
was an artist, and she spent time training 
at the Museum of Fine Arts before going 
into cosmetology and TV work. Eventual- 
ly, she found herself interested in doing 3D 
design work and founded a child accesso- 
ries business called Pinkleberries. 

“With that, we were trying to sell 
designs to bigger companies, and source 
things to China, but we found it was hard 
to maintain quality having it made there. 
With The Chocolate Fanatic, I wanted it to 
be American made. I found I could bring 
that creativity along into the chocolate 
world as well,” Marini said. 

The Chocolate Fanatic carries natu- 
ral caramel from Suss in Nashua, truffles 
from Seattle Chocolates and fudge from 
True Confections in Concord, both in bulk 
and as part of her own creations. Other 
candies are topped with granola from The 
Good Loaf Artisan Bakery in Milford, and 
tea from Brookline’s Cozy Tea Cart. 

“For now, I’m just seeing what people 
like and trying to be creative with retail,” 
she said. “Now I have it all contained in 
one store. That’s the beauty of it.”*®

Cooking class teaches the basics

Teaching technique rather than how to 
follow a recipe is the key to an effective 
cooking class, professional chef Elizabeth 
Skipper says. During Great Simple Meals 
101, her upcoming class offered by Bed- 
ford Community Education, students will 
prepare dishes that dredge up long-for- 
gotten cooking techniques and bring them 
back into the foreground. 

Skipper is a longtime personal chef and 
owner of the Everyday Epicure (Amherst, 
672-0708, theeverydayepicure.com). Come 
Jan. 10, she will begin the six- week cook- 
ing course, which bases some simple dishes 

— potato leek soup, pan-broiled steak, rice 
pilaf — around skills like sauteing, searing, 
grilling, braising and more. These terms are 
made to sound simple when mentioned on 
cooking shows or in recipes, she said, but 
many people never properly learned such 
techniques. 

“It’s small things like chopping an onion 

— students are always surprised to see how 
I do it. They say ‘Oh, that’s how it is’,” 
Skipper said. “The object of the classes is 
to give them the tools to cook, and Eve had 
very few people who have never got the 
hang of it.” 

Take a chicken dinner, for example. 
Buying it with the bone in not only saves 
money, but you can save the frame for 
chicken broth, she said. 

“[As for] how to cook it — you want it 
nice and moist. People are always afraid of 
undercooking chicken and getting sick, but 
when you overcook chicken, it looks like 
shoe leather,” Skipper said. 

The meals don’t have to be fancy, she 
added, just good and well prepared. That 
idea, or better yet, the need for her class as 
she sees it, lies in the pace of modern life. 
Since the 1950s, Skipper said, there has 
been more emphasis on work and less on 
home life, which means less time for kitch- 
en work. People of the Eisenhower era still 
knew how to cook, but there was no time 
to expose younger generations to the tech- 
niques, she said. Nowadays, with things 
like microwaves and takeout food, know- 
ing how to cook has lost its importance to 
time. 

“These are valuable tricks, though, and 
this class is about rediscovering them,” said 
Skipper. “Recipes used to be written assum- 
ing people had an understanding of these 
things. They were without measurements, 
or would call for ‘catch a hare’ — hunt it, 
skin it, prepare it for the pot.’” 

Students won’t learn to catch a hare, but 
they will learn skills to apply and take home

to their own meals. Skipper sees her mis- 
sion as an educator as re-arming amateur 
cooks with these skills through the power 
of simple cooking tools, like a quality knife 
set, and building confidence. 

Skipper is one of several new instructors 
at Bedford Community Education, which 
is renewing its curriculum for 2013. Susan 
Sambrano, a Bedford High School parapro- 
fessional, began as head of the program for 
the 2012-2013 school year. 

“We want to give people a good program 
that they will want to be involved in,” she 
said. “[Skipper] has been a great addition 
and really has a love and passion for food 
and for sharing that.” 

At her previous job Sambrano was part 
of the management team at the Boston 
Center for Adult Education and it taught 
her about curating programs such as these. 
After being asked by administrators to hire 
new instructors, create a new set of classes 
and, in general, get more students, Sambra- 
no reached out the the community for ideas. 

“I don’t dictate what to teach,” she said. 
“I just feel my background gives me a 
sense of what the community would like, 
and it can be all over the map.” 

All Bedford Community Education 
classes are held at night at Bedford High 
School and, in addition to cooking, encom- 
pass subjects like painting, photography, 
foreign languages and scrapbooking.

Community rallies to give Friendly Kitchen a new home

A rebuilt, more modem Friendly Kitch- 
en has made its highly anticipated and 
sorely needed return after being lost to fire 
a year and a half ago. 

Concord’s old Friendly Kitchen was 
felled by flames on April 30, 2011. On 
Dec. 13, a new Friendly Kitchen opened at 
2 S. Commercial St. The 5,800-square-foot 
facility can feed 120 people at a time and 
features state-of-the-art kitchen facilities. 
Since 1980, the volunteer-mn restaurant 
plans menus and then prepares, cooks and 
serves food to the needy. Its philosophy 
that eating is a human right, not a privi- 
lege, is an embodiment of the community 
of Concord, said Board of Directors Presi- 
dent Philip Wallingford. 

“If anything, the new facility is a symbol 
for the community. To put a sizable chunk 
of time and money into a new building 
doesn’t reflect the organization as much as 
it does the commitment of the communi- 
ty,” he said. 

From the moment the fire had been put 
out at the kitchen’s former Montgomery 
Street location, there was almost an imme- 
diate rallying. The Friendly found refuge 
at the Trinity Greek Church which offered 
its kitchen for the summer. According to 
Wallingford, it then took its services to St. 
Peter’s and then onto the Sacred Heart Par- 
ish, the Friendly Kitchen’s last temporary 
home before its new location was finished. 

“Those churches who came forward have 
been big volunteers for years and years. We 
were all on the same page, and they knew 
we needed a place badly. We were very 
lucky,” he said. 

Rising from the Ashes, a capital cam- 
paign to raise money for the new building, 
formally began in April, Wallingford said,

around the same time Concord approved 
the construction project. A loan acquired 
from Merrimack County Savings Bank 
helped jumpstart the construction, which 
broke ground on July 12. Cobb Hill Con- 
struction, based in Concord, completed 
the project in less than five months and 
$100,000 under budget. 

“They worked very hard. The people we 
contracted with had a goal to finish it before 
the end of the year, and they did. Coming 
in under budget was thanks to people want- 
ing to help. We were conservative on the 
forecasting during the project, but a lot of 
the costs came in lower,” Wallingford said. 

The campaign has helped to fund build- 
ing, but in order to be mortgage- free, the 
Friendly Kitchen still needs to raise more 
than $300,000, so fundraising is ongoing. 

The original building, nicknamed the 
Hope House, was a 100-year-old Victorian 
that was not designed to be a kitchen, but 
was nevertheless outfitted for it and served 
the community well, Wallingford said. 

“Our new kitchen is much more state of 
the art, like nothing we’ve ever had,” he 
said. 

A walk-in freezer and refrigerator were 
stored outside the main house in a garage 
and were spared from the fire. They were 
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used at Sacred Heart for the last six months 
and were recently installed in the new 
location, said Kitchen Manager Jennifer 
Lombardo. 

“We definitely have a better ability to 
serve people now,” she said. 

Capacity has more than doubled, up from 
50 to 120 seats. Also, the Montgomery 
Street location’s kitchen could only fit four 
or five volunteers comfortably, and, she 
added, unlike the old building, this location 
is all on one floor, allowing for much eas- 
ier handicapped access for both guests and 
volunteers. Along with the more accessible 
walk-ins, the kitchen also features reach-in 
refrigerators. 


According to Lombardo, volunteers are 
also excited about a new dishwasher, larg- 
er convection oven and a six-burner range 
with a griddle that will will help with the 
morning pancake-making process. 

“A lot of these have actually been donat- 
ed, or given to us at a discounted rate. 
When people went to get these items from 
manufacturers and told them they were for 
a soup kitchen, they responded with dis- 
counts,” Lombardo said. 

She said a few things were donated by 
the community as well, including a stove 
from a family who had donated one to the 
previous location. They did so again in 
honor of their son.

Sneaky vegetables 


It’s no secret most people tend to gain 
more weight in winter than in summer. The 
cold weather makes people crave food that 
will warm them up and other comfort foods 
(read: not very good for you!). Those fresh 
salads just don’t appeal to the winter appe- 
tite the way lasagna or chili do, and it’s easy 
to find oneself in a comfort food rut with 
no vegetables in sight. I don’t write these 
words to induce shame; I am as guilty as 
the next when it comes to missing my veg- 
gies in winter, and that’s why I’m taking 
some action. 

Before I outline my plan of attack, let 
me share a few words about the importance 
of fresh vegetables.

Vegetables (and 
of course fruit) are the best way to get vita- 
mins like A and C that strengthen anyone’s 
immune system during cold and flu season. 

Sneaking vegetables into your favorite 
winter dishes is the perfect way to make 
certain you’re eating a balanced diet and 
reaping all the benefits food has to offer. 
Not only can it ensure that you’re getting 
the vitamins and minerals you need, but, 
since vegetables are a great source of fiber, 
your favorite comfort foods will become 
more filling. This is also a great option 
when feeding kids. 

Departing from the norm of this column, 
I’m offering you four perishables rather 



than my typical one. These four veggies, 
I’ve found, are the easiest to sneak into a 
meal! 

Spinach. Popeye knew his stuff. This 
leafy green is perfect to sneak into a 
baked ziti, a chicken soup or steamed atop 
chicken. 

Zucchini. My favorite vegetable to hide 
in Italian food! From ziti (see my recipe 
below that has both spinach and this won- 
der veggie) to lasagna, zucchini goes so 
well with red sauce, (perhaps because it’s 
an Italian vegetable?) 

Broccoli. Kids tend to tolerate brocco- 
li more than other vegetables. Mix it into 
their mac and cheese and you’ve got your- 
self a serious upgrade! Don’t give them the 
option ever again of having it without it; 
they’ll learn to love it. 

Side of greens. Less sneaky but so very 
easy. With every lunch and dinner, give 
yourself a handful of mixed greens and top 
with a nice vinaigrette. Make it a habit and 
see how your diet slowly changes.

Lowfat Baked Ziti with Zucchini 
and Spinach

Serves six to eight 

12 ounces uncooked ziti pasta (I used 
whole wheat penne) 

28 ounces crushed tomatoes (I prefer Muir 
Glen) 

1 Vi teaspoons olive oil 

3 cloves garlic, minced 

2 large handfuls of fresh spinach (this can 
vary depending on preference) 

2 small to medium zuchinnis, sliced and

4 tablespoons fresh basil, chopped 
1 Vi teaspoons oregano 

Salt and Pepper to taste 

8 ounces fat-free or part-skim ricotta 

Va cup shredded or grated Parmesan cheese 


2 cups shredded part-skim mozzarella 
cheese 

Olive oil spray 

Preheat oven to 375 degrees and spray 9 
by 13 baking pan with olive oil spray. Boil 
pasta on stovetop until al dente and set 
aside. In medium saucepan, saute tomatoes 
and garlic in olive oil until aromas begin 
to release. Add zucchini, stirring regular- 
ly. Once zucchini is slightly softened, add 
spinach. Stir continuously until spinach 
wilts and add all the spices. 

In a large bowl, combine garlic and veg- 
gie mixture, pasta, Parmesan and ricotta 
cheeses. Add only half the mozzarella. 

Pour mixture into baking pan and top with 
remaining mozzarella. Bake uncovered for 
30 minutes, until cheese is melted and edg- 
es are slightly browned. Enjoy!

Time is of the essence around the holi- 
days, so having this quick weeknight meal 
in your repertoire is essential. A few sim- 
ple ingredients can turn ordinary cube steak 
into this southern classic. 

For years, my mom tried without any 
success to recreate my dad’s favorite child- 
hood dinner. He’d talk for hours about the 
elaborate dinners his mother used to make 
for his four siblings and his father. He’d say 
she used to be able to make a four-course 
meal out of nothing more than a loaf of 
bread and a can of soup. She was the epit- 
ome of the pantry chef. So while my mom 
tried in vain to create my dad’s idea of the 
perfect chicken-fried steak, I searched for 
my own recipes and stumbled across one 
recently that my dad, well, doesn’t hate. 

The history of chicken-fried steak is a bit 
blurry, but one thing is agreed upon almost 
unanimously by different sources — chick- 
en-fried steak is a southern favorite that’s 
hard to duplicate and easy to adore. 

The Oklahoma State University library 
sums it up: “Chicken-fried steak is the clas- 
sic example of an inexpensive regional fold 
food utilized by the working-class fold and 
generally categorized as comfort food.” 

While the exact origins of the dish are 
nearly impossible to determine, it’s clear 
that it became popular in the beef-growing 
areas of Louisiana, Texas, Oklahoma and 
maybe farther north into Kansas in the late 
19th century. By that time, many regional 
cookbooks provided the recipe for the dish. 
While every recipe for chicken-fried steak 
varies, the process is essentially the same. 
Chicken-fried steak is almost identical to a 
recipe for German schnitzel and very sim- 
ilar to Scottish collops. It’s possible that 
numerous ethnic groups, particularly the 
German settlements in places like the Hill 
Country of Texas, developed the recipe for 
dealing with tough cuts of beef. It’s not 
clear where the term “chicken-fried steak” 
appeared, as early recipes often refer to it 
as a more sophisticated pan-fried steak or 
even country-fried steak. 

In other recipes I tried, I found that I 
had a hard time getting the consistency of 
the breading and seasoning just right. So 
when I found this recipe by Sandra Lee, I 
thought it couldn’t be worse than any of the 
others I’d tried. The recipe called for but- 
termilk and two packages of garlic-ranch 
salad dressing mix, which contained the 
perfect blend of sweet and tangy flavors. 
The directions also included a semi-home- 
made recipe for gravy, which added another 
dimension of flavor to the dish. Served with 
a side of garlic mashed potatoes, this meal 
was a huge hit in my house. My picky hus- 
band went back for seconds, noting the 
steak was cooked perfectly and had just

Chicken-fried Steak with Gravy 

Recipe courtesy Sandra Lee 

2 packages garlic-ranch salad dressing 
mix 

1 cup all-purpose flour 
ground black pepper 

1 egg, lightly beaten 

2 cups buttermilk, plus 1 cup 

1 pound cube steak, cut into four pieces 
oil for frying 
1 cup chicken broth 
1 package gravy mix 


Combine one package salad dressing mix, 
flour and pepper (to taste) in a large plas- 
tic bag and set aside. Combine another 
package of the salad dressing mix, the 
egg and 2 cups buttermilk in a shallow 
bowl. Soak the steaks in the buttermilk 
mixture. Remove one steak and toss in 
flour mixture. Shake off excess before 
dipping again in the buttermilk mix- 
ture. Again, return to the flour mixture 
and toss. Repeat process for remaining 
steaks. Heat Vi inch layer of oil in a large 
cast iron skillet to 350 degrees. Place two 
steaks in the pan at a time. Cook for four 
minutes on either side, or until golden 
brown. Drain on paper towels. 

To make the gravy, combine 1 cup of 
buttermilk chicken broth and the gravy 
package in a small saucepan. Bring to a 
simmer over medium heat, and stir well. 


the right amount of crunch. The breading is 
not too thick to detract from the meat, but 
rather adds texture and savory flavors that 
make it easy to understand why this dish 
has been around for decades and is a favor- 
ite comfort food across the nation.

Andes candies cookies 


A long time ago, when I was, perhaps, 10 
years old, my mother brought home a rec- 
ipe scrawled on a piece of notebook paper. 
The recipe sounded good, so she thought 
we’d give it a try. And thus was bom a 
Christmas cookie legend. 

These cookies are a favorite wherev- 
er I bring them. A friend in San Francisco 
demands them for her birthday. My 1 1 -year- 
old niece has already checked in to make 
sure I will be bringing them to Christmas 
this year. 

The cookie base is a dark and fudgy choc- 
olate, that is then topped with melted minty 
chocolate. It is like a softer, more indulgent 
version of a Girl Scouts Thin Mint cookie. 

The recipe calls for refrigerating the 
dough overnight, so make sure to plan 
ahead when making these. And do, as 
instmcted, bake them on foil. Cookies will 
stick to an untreated sheet; greasing the 
sheet will yield cookies with unpleasant 
thin and cmmbly edges. 



Perhaps the most important decision 
you will have to make involves the choc- 
olate topping. My mother prefers to blend 
the melting candy thoroughly, creating a 
uniform chocolate-brown icing. My sister 
and I prefer to use a lighter touch, leaving 
behind some artful green swirls. 

Either way, the resulting cookie is a 
Christmas classic. Enjoy. — Sarah Shem- 
kus 


Andes Candies Cookies 

A beloved favorite from Mom s recipe box 
% cup unsalted butter 

1 Vi cups dark brown sugar 

2 tablespoons water 

12 ounces semisweet chocolate chips 
4 large eggs 
2 V 2 cups flour 
1 Va teaspoon baking soda 
Vi teaspoon salt 

1 pound Andes creme de menthe thins 

In a medium saucepan, heat butter, brown 
sugar and water over medium heat. When 
the butter has melted completely, add choc- 
olate chips and stir until partially melted. 
Remove pan from heat and stir until choco- 


late is completely melted. Transfer mixture 
to large mixing bowl and let cool for 10 
minutes. 

Mix dry ingredients together and set aside. 
Beat eggs into chocolate one at a time, then 
mix in dry ingredients a little at a time. 
Refrigerate dough overnight. 

When ready to bake, preheat oven to 350 
degrees and cover cookie sheets with foil. 
Roll dough into 1 -inch balls and place on 
sheets 2 inches apart. Bake for 12 to 13 
minutes. 

Immediately place one Andes thin in the 
center of each cookie. Allow chocolate 
to soften for a minute or two, then spread 
melting candy across top of each cookie. 
Transfer cookies to cooling rack, and allow 
chocolate to set completely before storing.

Good year for wineries 

Plus, a few favorite reds and summer wines

As my first year as a wine colum- 
nist comes to a close, I’d like to reflect 
on some of the best wines I tasted and 
some of the notable things that happened 
in New Hampshire winemaking this year. 

I started the year off with two fabu- 
lous large-scale wine tasting events, one 
in Manchester and one in New York City. 
They both had a wide range of wines 
from all over the world and got me excit- 
ed about trying new things. 

One of my favorite columns to write 
was one on beach-friendly wines. I dis- 
covered Bota Box wines, which come in 
handy “adult juice boxes,” and Bandit 
Sangria, a fun, fruity drink. Some of my 
other favorite summer wines were Mon- 
tinore Estate 2010 Borealis, a blend of 
muller-thurgau, Riesling, pinot grigio 
and gerwurztraminer; Cupcake Vineyards 
2011 Marlborough Sauvignon Blanc, 
which was surprisingly creamy; and 2011 
Broadbent Vinho Verde, a crisp and 
fruity wine with a touch of effervescence. 

I tried some great red wines this year 
too. If You See Kay, an Italian wine 
blend that made local headlines due to its 
controversial name, was worth purchas- 
ing, and the bottle doubles as a keepsake 
after it’s gone. In sampling malbecs for 
a column, I particularly enjoyed Little 
Chica 2010 Malbec from Argentina and 
Red Rock Winery 2010 Malbec from 
California. 

NH Wine News 

It was an exciting year for New Hamp- 
shire winemakers with several things 
worth noting. Sweet Baby Vineyard 
moved its location from Kensington to 
East Kingston, with an expanded tasting 
room and sitting area, retail space and 
room for growth. While I loved the old 
location, this one is even better and still 
captures the sense of hospitality. 

Nearby in Newfields, WindRoc Vine- 
yard, which opened in the spring, had a 
very successful year. The winery actual- 
ly sold out of some of its wines. This is 
a great winery, and I am sure it will see 
continued success in 2013. 

LaBelle Winery opened its gor- 
geous new 1 1 -acre facility in Amherst in 
late summer, quadrupling the winery’s 
capacity. The space also includes a full 
tasting room, a Great Room for larger 
functions, Vintage Room for more inti- 
mate gatherings and an outdoor terrace. 
I have not visited yet, but I am adding it 
to my to-do list for 2013. 


Coffin Cellars in Webster is expand- 
ing its tasting room and function space 
by remodeling an existing structure on 
the property. It’s been sharing its prog- 
ress on Facebook, and I’m excited to see 
it when it’s complete. The winery also 
debuted some new and unique wines 
this year: lime and jalapeno. I really 
like both of these wines and cannot wait 
to see what these winemakers come up 
with next. 

Candia Vineyards’ wines won sev- 
eral awards this year. In the Atlantic 
Seaboard Wine Association Wine Com- 
petition, the awards included: Best of 
Category mention in the Other White 
Hybrid/NA Varietal category and a Gold 
Medal for 2011 Diamond; a Silver Med- 
al for 2011 Ice Storm; a Silver Medal for 
2011 Noiret. In the Los Angeles Interna- 
tional Wine and Spirit Competition, Best 
of Class, Gold Medals were awarded to 
Late Harvest Wine, Ice Storm, Vault 
Reserve and New Hampshire 2009. Con- 
gratulations to Bob Dabrowski at Candia 
Vineyards for this great recognition. I 
also have this winery on my list of plac- 
es to visit in 2013. 

Speaking of awards, Michael Fair- 
brother of Moonlight Meadery in 
Londonderry was recently nominat- 
ed for the 2012 Business Excellence 
Award, and a dinner was held in his 
honor in early November. Fairbrother’s 
business has grown significantly this 
year. One of the main reasons for this 
is that Moonlight Meadery’s wines are 
unique yet accessible. I can’t believe I 
waited so long to visit, but it was defi- 
nitely one of the highlights of my year. 

While I am on the subject of mead, 
Sap House Meadery in Center Ossip- 
ee has had a great year as well. Though 
the operation is smaller than Moon- 
light’s, it offers fabulous meads that are 
unique but approachable. The mead- 
ery is housed in an old building that 
has been beautifully renovated, and the 
atmosphere is cozy yet classy. My only 
complaint about Sap House is that it is 
too far away from where I live, but it’s 
well worth the drive! 

A collection of Lakes Region wineries, 
which included Hermit Woods Winery 
in Sanbornton, Stone Gate Vineyard in 
Gilford, Haunting Whisper in Danbury, 
Gilmanton Winery, Coffin Cellars and 
Sap House Meadery, participated in 
Barrel Tasting Weekend in the fall. This 
event allowed guests to sample wines 
that were still going through the aging 
process. I look forward to going again 
in 2013.

Red, white and green 


To bring in the new year, we decided to 
try a couple of sparkling wines — one from 
Italy and one from California. 

Our first sparkling wine was a non- 
vintage Desiderio Jeio Prosecco Brut 
($14.99). The color was straw with a very 
slight silver cast. For a nose we got a slight- 
ly sweet yeast with hints of lemon and 
honey. The bubbles were fine and in good 
portion to the wine. For flavors we got a 
light citrus with a touch of honey, echoed 
from the nose. We also got a nice nuttiness 
with hints of butter. Overall, we found this 
Prosecco to be very pleasant and thought it 
would go well as a nice New Year’s Eve 
celebratory glass or go well after dinner or 
with a very light cheese. 

Our second sparkling wine was a 2007 
Domaine Carneros by Taittinger Brut 
($20.99). We went a dollar over our budget 
on this one because it can be hard to find a 
good quality sparkling wine for under $20 
(there are about a half dozen under $20 that 
we have reviewed before, including Gruet 
and Mumm that are excellent for the mon- 
ey). A real Champagne from Champagne, 
France usually starts at the $30 mark. This 
2007 Domaine Carneros is from the Carne- 
ros region on the north side of the San 
Francisco Bay. The color was light straw 


with a strong sil- 
ver cast. For a 
nose we got a fresh 
lemon with honey 
highlights along 
with a floral scents 
and nuttiness. The 
bubbles were very 
fine and provided 
a lot of contrast in 
the mouth. For fla- 
vors we got a nice 
smooth grapefruit 
and citrus with a 
mix of minerals 
and light honey. 
It was a very nice 
glass of sparkling 
wine with lots of 
complexity. Well 
worth going over 

Each week in “Red, White & Green, ” the 
wine-lovers taste red and white wines that 
sell for not too much of the green, less than 
$20. The goal? To find a good bottle with- 
out breaking the bank. Unless otherwise 
noted, the prices listed are what you ’ll find 
the bottles selling for at the New Hamp- 
shire Wine & Liquor Outlet. 41

This fedora-hat pub-rock band appears to be mostly 
comprised of guys from the Nashua area. Their most 
recent LP here has been out for over a year, and I’d

Anyway, all this money poured into that 
one song left the next tune, “How Many Days,” sounding like it’s holding out a tin cup 
of pencils, very garage. We’ve talked about that before, if you’ll recall, bad track-orders 
on albums, and there was no reason for that to happen here, since the other songs sound 
ready- for-dentist-radio, such as “All You Got,” with its obvious “Baker Street” influence. 
Thus ends my work; hopefully they’ll send me chests filled with ancient golden artifacts 
when they’re famous.

Does This Church Make Me Look Fat? 
A Mennonite Finds Faith, Meets Mr. Right, 
and Solves Her Lady Problems , by Rhoda 
Janzen (Grand Cen- 
tral Publishing, 253 
pages) 

As an author, Rho- 
da Janzen has two 
strikes against her. 
First, she’s crazy 
beautiful, a blonde 
with the perfect sym- 
metry and Madison 
Avenue smile that just 
doesn’t seem fair, especially not for someone 
also gifted with a brain. 

The second strike is the brain. Not that she 
has one, but that she talks about it. 

On the first page of Does This Church 
Make Me Look Fat?, Janzen confesses that 
she is an “egghead intellectual,” which is 
fundamentally offensive, like pronouncing 
oneself a wit, philosopher or sage. It’s best to 
leave lofty branding to impartial others. 

But these are venial sins, easy to forgive, 
and the third strike never comes. This is a 
smart, fun and surprisingly substantive book 
that stands tall above 2012’s other comic 
memoirs. Though primarily the story of Jan- 
zen’s transformation horn Mennonite skeptic 


to a baptized believer who attends a Pente- 
costal church, it’s also a book about cancer, 
family, and mirthful living. It’s deceivingly 
complex. Call it 50 shades of blonde. 

Janzen, who teaches English and cre- 
ative writing at a Michigan college, wrote 
about her family and faith in her first mem- 
oir, Mennonite in a Black Dress. In that book, 
readers learned of Janzen’s first marriage, 
which lasted 15 years and ended in divorce. 
Does This Church Make Me Look Fat? picks 
up at the beginning of her relationship with a 
new boyfriend, “Mitch,” who is not an egg- 
head intellectual, but a devout Christian with 
a shaved head, “scary biceps” and a vaguely 
sinister background of drug dealing, alcohol- 
ism and general thuggery. 

Mitch — not his real name, which is an 
issue we’ll get to later — has cleaned up his 
act; rather, as he puts it, the Ford cleaned it up 
for him. He’s now a squeaky-clean teddy bear 
of a guy who can fix anything, packs fresh 
fruit and dark chocolate for picnics, and has 
a vocabulary that “could have passed muster 
with toddlers and kittens.” More importantly, 
Mitch has a kindred sense of humor and loves 
our heroine dearly, so there’s never any ten- 
sion about where the relationship is headed, 
even when Janzen tries to break up with him 
after her cancer diagnosis .

4 60 In fact, there’s really little tension in 
the story at all, which tells you how wonderful 
the writing is, that this somewhat predictable 
story could get published at all. Janzen is fun- 
ny, thigh-slappingly so, and, like Mitch, she’s 
winsome, enough to overcome any occa- 
sional disbelief in her egghead-intellectual 
language. “I can’t find anything that augers 
a malevolent or surly attitude,” she says at 
one point to her sister. Who uses “augers” in 
casual conversation? Or “scrofulous” for that 
matter? Sometimes, it seems as if she’s reach- 
ing for words to show off her Ph.D. 

Then again, Janzen’s family plays Scrab- 
ble a lot, so maybe that’s the problem. And 
again, she’s so fundamentally likable that the 
occasional pointy-headed word choice never 
comes off as arrogant. 

The delight of Janzen’s writing is that she 
is equally adept in light and frothy topics as in 
deep, and in her world, there is no such thing 
as blasphemy. She can debate “would Jesus 
step on a chipmunk’s head?” with Mitch 
with cheery aplomb without sabotaging her 
deepening experience of faith. And Janzen 
manages to convey the horrors of chemo- 
therapy while convincing us that there’s no 
trauma that can’t become a punchline. 

“Cancer blackens and shrivels everything 


in its path. But the cancerous march to the 
grave is nothing compared to a house you 
don’t like,” she writes. “Mortality is inevita- 
ble. We are all required to die as a condition 
of life. But nobody is required to live in an 
awful house.” 

That’s from a chapter in which Janzen 
remodels her fiance’s home. But it’s also a 
metaphor for her philosophy of life. As she 
writes elsewhere, “Facts may wobble out of 
our control, but the interpretation is ours to 
command.” 

A quibble: What’s with authors using fake 
names in the body of a book, only to reveal 
the real names in the acknowledgments? If 
“Mitch” needed to be protected from the pub- 
lic glare, then protect him all the way through. 
Further, Mitch’s son, “Leroy,” it is later 
revealed, chose his own fake name. Why? 

But that’s the fault of editors, who should 
not allow such silliness. That, and the occa- 
sional, irritating need for a dictionary, are 
small things. Overall, it’s a terrific book, one 
that will send the reader in search of Jan- 
zen’s first one. Belief in Jesus is not required 
to enjoy this memoir. But belief that Jesus 
might, in fact, step on a chipmunk, if circum- 
stances warrant, most certainly is. A

Like Netflix for independent films, 
IndieFlix provides people with access 
to a sea of independent films they can 
stream onto their computers. 

Nashua Public Library patrons can use 
the service for free. The library became 
a test site for the online movie provider 
earlier this fall. Anyone with a Nashua 
library card can log onto IndieFlix.com 
by going through the library’s website. 

“These films are independent films, 
and many of them are pushing the enve- 
lope in different ways,” said Cara Barlow, 
the new supervisor for the music, art and 
media department at the Nashua Public 
Library. “That’s something good to be 
aware of.” 

Barlow was thrilled that one of her first 
tasks was to get the IndieFlix program 
up and running at the library. These are 
not movies people would see at the mov- 
ie theater or on television, Barlow said. 

Library patrons can stream movies 
onto their computers or through a Roku, 
which allows people to watch movies and 
shows on television through a high-speed 
Internet connection. 

“I like the short films,” Barlow said. 
“I can’t wait until there is a phone app. 
It would be perfect to watch something 
short like that ... while waiting at the 
doctor’s office, something like that.” 

Currently, IndieFlix does not have a 
smartphone app, but one is in the works, 
Barlow said. 

Indieflix staff selects films that have 
played in film festivals and must meet 
certain production standards, Barlow 
said. 

“They are carefully curating this,” Bar- 
low said. 


Patrons can select films by festival, of 
which there are more than 400 includ- 
ed in IndieFlix. Patrons can also select 
films by language, since it is an interna- 
tional program featuring films from all 
over the world. That includes internation- 
ally renowned film festivals, such as the 
Sundance Film Festival and the Cannes 
Film Festival, as well as smaller festivals. 
Patrons can also search by filmmaker or 
by searching for award-winning films. 

Some of the films are a little bit darker 
than viewers might be used to and for that 
reason, Barlow said it probably wasn’t 
the type of thing she’d recommend par- 
ents letting their kids loose on. But there 
are options for parents who want to watch 
films with their kids. 

So far, Barlow hasn’t seen a big 
response, with 97 patrons registered, but 
she tied a good portion of that to the fact 
that Indieflix is buried on the library’s 
website. Patrons have to scroll through a 
list of the library’s databases, which are 
listed alphabetically. Barlow said plans 
are in the works to highlight IndieFlix on 
the library’s homepage, which she thinks 
will go a long way toward making it more 
popular. 

Indieflix compensates filmmakers by 
the minute viewed. Filmmakers keep the 
rights to films. They market their own 
films. Indieflix gathers gross income into 
a 10 percent royalty pool, out of which, 
filmmakers are paid per minute viewed, 
Barlow said. 

People who work in Nashua can obtain 
library cards as well, and non-residents 
can purchase a card from the library. An 
IndieFlix account costs $6.99 per month 
for non-Nashua library patrons.

2012 at the movies 

A truncated list of the year’s best and worst

It was a shorter year than usual for me 
at the movies. 

Christmas Tuesday (the release day 
for several big-deal end of year movies) 
means that I’m writing this without see- 
ing the likes of Zero Dark Thirty, Django 
Unchained and Les Miserables. And a lit- 
tle break from movies earlier this year 
means that I missed a good chunk of 
spring releases and some of the year’s 
indies. Can I fairly give a list of the year’s 
definitive best and worst if I haven’t seen 
The Beasts of the Southern Wild or The 
Three Stooges ? 

So this year allow me to present not nec- 
essarily the best and worst — were there 
really that many “bests” this year any- 
way? — but my recommendations on the 
movies of 2012 that are worth your time, 
as well as some you can miss. 

Worth it 

• Argo This tight thriller about Ameri- 
cans hiding in Iran after the embassy was 
overrun may not be a perfect recreation 
of history but it is a delightfully ten- 
sion-filled thriller with solid acting and 
directing from Ben Affleck. 

• The Avengers/The Dark Knight Ris- 
es Neither of the summer’s big superhero 
movies (Spider-man? I don’t remember 
any Spider-man) was exactly as good as 
movies in their respective series that had 
preceded them. But both Joss Whedon’s 
The Avengers and Christopher Nolan’s 
final Batman movie offered fun for fans 
of the characters and really shined in their 
climactic battles. 

• End of Watch Jake Gyllenhaal and 
Michael Pena are solid as Los Angeles 
police officers running into assorted evils 
and just hanging out while on their shifts 
in this smart, tight cop drama that remind- 
ed me of Southland and other top-notch 
police-centric TV shows. 

• The Cabin in the Woods Joss 
Whedon’s other movie (he cowrote, but 
didn’t direct, this one), The Cabin in the 
Woods has all sorts of fun with the stan- 
dard horror movie set-up of a handful of 
college students heading for a “vacation” 
(or, you know, their gory deaths) to a rick- 
ety old cabin in the secluded woods. 

• The Five-Year Engagement Here’s 
something shocking: romantic comedies 
do not, necessarily, have to suck. Take, for 
example, this one starring Emily Blunt and 
Jason Segel (who also co-wrote the mov- 
ie). Perhaps it’s because they’re likeable 


actors or because their characters aren’t 
30somethings pretending to be 20some- 
things in New York City, but this movie 
features moments of actual humor as well 
as genuine romance. 

• Frankenweenie Tim Burton’s expand- 
ed version of an animated short from the 
1980s is heartfelt and sweet but also a fun 
romp for lovers of classic monster movies. 

• The Hunger Games Jennifer Law- 
rence adds some acting gravitas to this 
adaption of the wildly popular YA book 
and helps make it a movie that even those 
who have never picked up a copy will 
enjoy. The setting is future-dystopia and 
the set-up is a to-the-death battle between 
teens and tweens, but her character feels, 
at its core, very similar to her Winters 
Bone performance. 

• Magic Mike Yes, yes, see it for that 
reason (hey, it’s about damn time the half- 
dressed eye candy in a movie be a bunch of 
dudes) but also because Channing Tatum 
is rather winning (see 21 Jump Street for 
an expansion on this idea). And because 
this tale of male strippers is, at times, dark, 
funny and thinky, all while giving you, for 
example, shirtless Joe Manganiello. 

• Moonrise Kingdom Wes Anderson’s 
latest is a sweet little fairy tale about a 
crush between 12-year-olds and their 
adventures on a New England island. It is 
charming and perfectly constructed. 

• Paranorman On its face, this is a mov- 
ie about a boy who can see and converse 
with the spirits of the dead, but it is also 
about friendship and bullying and being 
the oddball. With zombies. 

• Pitch Perfect As the ladies in this 
movie say, aca-awesome is the only way 
to describe this wonderfully cornball mov- 
ie about a college a capella competition. 

• Safety Not Guaranteed Aubrey Pla- 
za — April of Parks & Recreation fame 
— here plays a similarly mopey young 
woman who is at first fascinated by, and 
slowly comes to truly care for, a man who 
is seeking a partner for time travel. The 
movie is sweet, funny and unexpected. 

• Silver Linings Playbook There is no 
way to describe this movie (a guy dealing 
with mental illness falls in love and enters 
a dance competition! that guy is played by 
Bradley Cooper!) that will make you want 
to see it, so just trust me: See it. Solid per- 
formances from Cooper (/ know) as well 
as Robert De Niro, Jennifer Lawrence and 
Jacki Weaver. 

• Skyfall The latest James Bond film 
perfectly balances the fun, slightly campi- 
ness of classic Bond with the sharper edge 
of previous Daniel Craig Bond movies.

• 21 Jump Street This riff on the 1980s 
TV show is kind of perfect with excep- 
tional performances from Jonah Hill and 
Channing Tatum, who, in addition to being 
a wall of ab muscles, is, at times, hilar- 
ious (the two of them have a sparkling 
chemistry). 

• Wreck-It Ralph For me, the best ani- 
mated movie of the year came from 
Disney but surprisingly not from Pixar. 
Though I liked Brave , I think I enjoyed 
Wreck-It Ralph , with its detailed creation 
of the world of a classic arcade game and 
its smartly used voice actors (John C. Reil- 
ly, Sarah Silverman), the best. 

Skip 

• The Hobbit: An Unexpected Jour- 
ney Sorry, Tolkien people, but this nearly 
three-hour slog through so much wizard 
and dwarf nonsense is not appealing, nor 
does it make you at all excited for the two 
movies that will come after. The special 
effects, 3D and extra frames-per-sec- 
ond all congeal to create something that 
doesn’t look particularly good and isn’t 
fun to watch. 

• Life of Pi A richly colored mess, Life 
of Pi’s ending makes you feel like you’ve 
just wasted many minutes that you’ll nev- 
er get back. 

• The Master I used the phrase “acto- 
ry business” in my review, and I think 
that sums up pretty well the thick layer of 
Cheez Wiz being spread across this pre- 
tentious, windbagy movie.

• October Baby Because if any sub- 
ject doesn’t need a talent- and nuance-free 
examination, it’s the abortion debate. 

• Playing for Keeps Yes, yes, Gerard 
Butler is a handsome man, but that doesn’t 
mean this weak romantic comedy is worth 
a second of your time. You can always 
Google “Gerard Butler shirtless” and 
enjoy for free the movie’s sole redeeming 
quality. 

• Taken 2 / The Twilight Saga: Break- 
ing Dawn — Part II/ Paranormal Activity 
4 I saw all of these movies and enjoyed 
parts of them, but overall they are an 
excellent example (take notice, Peter Jack- 
son) of the kind of weak sauce that comes 
from stretching a story too far. 

• To Rome with Love If Midnight in 
Paris had you excited for the newest 
Woody Allen movie, allow me to burst 
your bubble. This collection of vignettes 
is mannered and unpleasant. 

• Trouble With the Curve Playing Cur- 
mudgeon Variant 5, Clint Eastwood was 
about as successful in this movie as he was 
against that chair at the Republican con- 
vention. Time to take a break from playing 
the same growling “you kids, get off my 
lawn” personification of an eyebrow furl. 

• 2016: Obama f s America If you see 
just one documentary from 2012 — you’ll 
have to see something else, because this 
fiction-based, amateurishly put-together 
anti-Obama rant is, as I wrote in my notes,

This is 40 


This Is 40 (R) 

Paul Rudd and Leslie Mann return 
as their Knocked Up characters in 
This Is 40, a generally delightful 
comedy about marriage written and 
directed by Judd Apatow. 

Pete (Rudd) owns a teetering- on-the- 
edge record label, and Debbie (Mann) 
owns a money-losing boutique. Their old- 
est daughter Sadie (Maude Apatow, real 
life daughter of Mann and Judd Apatow) 
is approaching teenagerhood and is con- 
stantly fighting with young Charlotte (Iris 
Apatow, Maude’s real life younger sister). 
There’s also some stuff about Pete’s dad 
(Albert Brooks), who has his own financial 
problems as well as young triplets with his 
40something wife, and Debbie’s dad (John 
Lithgow), who also has a second young 
family and is distant. But basically This Is 
40 is about a marriage — kids and money 
stresses, not enough couple time — and the 
two people in that marriage who are both 
turning 40 but aren’t as together as they feel 
they should be at that age. 

It’s not fun to fight about money or 
spending time together or how to fight 
but here, it is weirdly, cathartically funny 
to watch somebody else fight about these 
things. Even though there are some plot 
threads — Pete’s record label, Debbie’s 
store and the family’s financial stabili- 
ty — This Is 40 plays more like a series 
of scenes. These fights, the scenes of the 
kids fighting, the discussions between 
Pete and his friend Barry (Robert Smigel) 
and Debbie and her friend Barb (Annie 
Mumolo), the moments with Pete’s record 
label employees (Chris O’Dowd, Lena 
Dunham) or Debbie’s shop employees 
(Charlene Yi, Megan Fox) — they almost 
don’t need a thing driving them forward. 
Some of these scenes are cute, some are 
sweet, some are mildly entertaining and 
some had me laughing so hard I started 
to feel embarrassed about laughing that 
way in public. Debbie and Pete are in it 


together and love each other — a fact I 
think the movie actually makes fairly 
clear despite the constant hum of bick- 
ering — but love, so often the end of a 
romantic comedy (which I think you can 
make a case that this is), is not the end of 
discord. This Is 40 tries to give you, good 
heartedly for the most part, the mess and 
the struggle of long-term love. That is a 
fairly romantic endeavor in itself, and I 
suspect this movie won’t do as well as 
The 40-Year-Old Virgin or Knocked Up 
because it does rely more on situation- 
al humor than on pot jokes or, say, a guy 
getting his chest waxed. (Though there 
are plenty of gross-out moments, fart 
jokes and what have you, if that’s your 
thing.) 

Mann and Rudd have a believable mar- 
ried-people chemistry. I bought them as 
being in love and being in deep annoyance. 
Naturally, the Apatow girls are spot on in 
their roles. They pretty perfectly capture 
that very specific sibling relationship that 
exists when the older sibling has entered 
the whirling confusion and emotion of the 
teen years and the younger sibling is still 
an affable kid, wondering where her older 
playmate has gone. You get the sense that 
you’re watching a real family (and 3/4ths 
of it is a real family). Little moments and 
throwaway lines feel more like life and less 
like mannered comedy. 

The movie is peppered with Apatow 
favorites who bring plenty of funny on 
their own, adding — like a sprinkling of 
fresh ground pepper — just a pop of fla- 
vor here and there. Jason Segel shows up as 
his Knocked Up character, who is now Deb- 
bie’s personal trainer. Michael Ian Black 
is the couple’s accountant. Meghan Fox 
is actually quite funny as Debbie’s store 
employee. Melissa McCarthy has two of 
those laugh-out-loud scenes. Graham Park- 
er, Ryan Adams and Billie Joe Armstrong 
also show up for brief cameos that feel 
organic, not just glomed on.

Though I generally don’t read reviews 
of movies before I see them, I have heard 
some of the criticisms of this movie, and 
many of them — the looseness of the plot, 
the series-of-sketches feel to the scenes, the 
hamminess of the children’s performanc- 
es — are actually things I liked about it. 
I suspect this will be one of those movies 
that lives or dies for you on how you feel 
about the Apatow Players who fill most of 
this movie’s roles and generally how you 
feel about this kind of relationship-focused 
humor. 

This Is 40 is an inconsistent but general- 
ly very funny riff on marriage and is at its 
best when the players are allowed to take 
the comedy and inevitable anger in a scene 
and just go for it. B 

Rate R for sexual content, crude humor, 
pervasive language and some drug 
material. Written and directed by Judd 
Apatow, This Is 40 is two hours and 13 
minutes long and is distributed by Uni- 
versal Pictures. 

The Guilt Trip (PG-13) 

A grown son and his mother nag 
each other through a cross country 
journey in The Guilt Trip , a mov- 
ie that is about a wearying as that 
sounds. 

Andrew Brewster (Seth Rogen) has 
invented a green, non-toxic household 
cleaner and sunk all his money into trying 
to get it distributed in the big-box stores. 
After a disappointing meeting with Kmart, 
he turns his attention to the meetings he has 
with other big-box stores, meetings that 
will take him across the country over the 
next several days. 

He starts his quest by returning to New 
Jersey, where he grew up and where his 
mother Joyce Brewster (Barbra Streisand) 
still lives. He worries about her, though. 
She seems lonely, and even though his 
father died some 20 years ago, she doesn’t 
date. When she tells him a story about an 
old boyfriend, Andrew digs around a bit

and finds out that he works in San Francis- 
co. Because this is a movie and something 
has to be kept secret so it can be reveled 
later, Andrew doesn’t tell his mother about 
finding her old sweetheart. Instead he just 
invites her on the cross country trip, with 
plans to end up in San Francisco. (So, that, 
what, exactly? It’s a well-meaning but stu- 
pid plan, and even the movie doesn’t seem 
to really believe that it’s a good set up for 
the plot.) 

Of course, many days in a car for mother 
and son are not easy. She complains that he 
doesn’t drink enough water. He is annoyed 
by her audiobook of Middlesex and her 
harping on his love life. 

As it happened, I was running through 
Freaks and Geeks the same week I saw 
this movie. Seth Rogen might have played 
the pot-head doofus in a lot of movies, but 
the boy has chops and can do humor plus 
emotion pretty well. Which is to say that I 
think there could have been a decent mov- 
ie in this, something in the vein of Albert 
Brooks’ Mother from the 1990s. Why it 


didn’t go in that direction is unclear. The 
story feels choppy — as though it got either 
too much or too little editing. The dialogue 
feels flat and not nearly up to the level of 
humor that Rogen is capable of. And then 
there’s Streisand, who holds back. She is 
the center of the movie, the camera is on 
her if she’s in that scene, but somehow it’s 
like she’s unwilling to commit to being in 
the lead. 

This mushiness pervades the whole 
movie. Plotlines come up — ridiculous 
contrivances lead to Andrew calling an 
old girlfriend at his mother’s insistence 
— but are then just dropped. I felt like the 
movie was trying to give us some kind of 
window into a mother-son relationship, 
but it could never bust free from cheap 
sitcom cliches. C-

Look back in music 


What rocked in 2012?

January saw the political season move 
into high gear as Jimmy Tingles Ameri- 
can Dream screen and stage show came to 
Concord on the eve of the first in the nation 
primary. In the Granite State music world, the 
New Hampshire Country Music Association 
celebrated its 25th birthday by inviting an alt- 
country band, Whiskey Kill, to play a party, 
though traditional bands like Fair Game and 
Craig Kendall and the Northwood Playboys 
also appeared at the Circle 9 Ranch event. 

February cranked up the Wayback 
Machine as Woodstock 1969 veterans Mel- 
anie and John Sebastian played area shows 
at Tupelo Music Hall and the Palace The- 
atre respectively. Also gracing the Tupelo 
stage was Suzanne Vega, who talked with 
the Hippo about her Storytellers- styled tour 
and the origins of her biggest hits, “Luka” 
and “Tom’s Diner.” Nineties music fans were 
thrilled when Del Fuegos, a band bom in 
Concord that grew up in Boston, reunited for 
a Capitol Center show. 

March shined a light on electronic dance 
music (EDM), a national trend with sever- 
al local purveyors driving the scene. Perhaps 
the most illuminating part of a Hippo EDM 
cover story was the section on Reactable, the 
incredible new musical instmment used by 
Seacoast visionaries Bastinado. The dance 
club scene is booming, although a big Nash- 
ua venue closed for renovations in late March 
-Amber Room recently reopened as Arena. 

April welcomed a new venue to Concord. 
Inspired by the success of Pitman’s Freight 
Room in Laconia, the Purple Pit Jazz Club 
opened its doors, a BYOB listening room 
promising serious music for sophisticated 
fans. It doesn’t hurt that the guys running the 
place are also musical partners. In advance of 
an area tour stop, Hippo profiled Dev, riding 
high on the pop charts with “Naked,” a duet 
with Enrique Iglesias, and the infectious hip- 
hop smash “Like A G6.” 

May found the weather warming up and 
outdoor shows returning. Meadowbrook 
U.S. Cellular Pavilion kicked off its 17th 
season with the Gary Allen-headlined Coun- 
try Throwdown, and polyrhythm specialist 
Vinx played a unique set at Canterbury Shak- 
er Village. Indoors, rock legend A1 Kooper 
headlined at Manchester’s Palace Theatre, 
and prior to opening for Rascal Flatts’ Verizon 
Wireless Arena show, Gretchen Wilson talked 
to Hippo about being a “Redneck Woman.” 

June brought Bike Week in the Lakes 
Region and the inaugural Granite State Music 
Festival in Concord, the latter a weekend- 
long homegrown party featuring some of

the state’s best local bands. Former Black 
Crowes frontman Chris Robinson headlined, 
but performances by Brasbe, seacoast leg- 
ends Groovechild, Truffle and the Cmnchy 
Western Boys won the day; plans for a 2013 
followup are underway. 

July highlights included visits from 
“Queen of Mean” comic Lisa Lampanel- 
li and Hot Tuna/Jefferson Airplane guitarist 
Jorma Kaukonen, and more festivals. The 
Lowell Folk Festival celebrated 25 years 
with a wide-ranging lineup over three days, 
while the jam-centric Uplift Fest premiered 
in Peterborough. Continuing the anniversary 
theme, Midnight Rodeo marked three years 
as a Manchester country music hot spot with 
a NASCAR-themed party. 

August is a cruel month for some, but Hip- 
po readers laughed with a cover story on the 
local comedy scene that focused on rising 
stars like Matt D. and Nick Lavallee and the 
“Best Bar Comic” completion at Penuche’s in 
Concord. The latter began as a way for local 
funny man Jay Grove to work on his craft 
and developed into one of the best open mic 
nights around, along with mainstays Laugh 
Free or Die , held every Wednesday at the 
Shaskeen in Manchester. 

September began with the return of the 
Manchester Music Festival, a two-day event 
that closed off Hanover Street and turned it 
into a beer garden/amphitheater. Orleans’ fea- 
tured John Hall coming out of retirement to 
play with his old band, after the sudden pass- 
ing of Larry Hoppen (singer of “Dance With 
Me” and “Still The One”). Around the comer,

From the stereo to the stage 

Boston band records and performs in New Hampshire

Maybe it was the day of skiing the band 
put in before the show. Or, maybe it was 
just the laid back vibe of the White Moun- 
tains venue. But when The Gravel Project 
plugged in at the Red Parka Pub in Glen 
to record a live album, the process was 
remarkably stress-free. 

Guitarist and singer Andrew Gravel said 
that the band has recorded some of its live 
shows before, and when he’s listened back, 
he often finds himself critical of how the 
show went. Even though he knew this show 
was going to be released to the public, that 
worry wasn’t there. 

“It was so cool, and I never thought about 
that we were recording it,” he said. “It real- 
ly captured us being in the zone.” 

Live at the Red Parka Pub is a selection 
of eight tracks; five of the songs are Gravel 
Project originals, and the others are rendi- 
tions of the Grateful Dead’s “Sugaree,” The 
Allman Brothers Band’s “In Memory of 
Elizabeth Reed” and Muddy Waters’ “Big 
Legged Woman.” 

The band incorporates elements of blues, 
funk and rock and takes on a jam mental- 
ity of never playing a song the same way 
twice. When The Gravel Project returns to 
the Granite State for a show at Manches- 
ter’s Strange Brew Tavern on Friday, Dec. 
28, Gravel said those familiar with the 
band’s recorded material shouldn’t expect 
it to sound exactly the same as the CD. 

“One of the cornerstones of the band 
is improvisation,” Gravel said. “We play 


things differently every night.” 

That philosophy goes for the band’s cov- 
er songs as well, Gravel said. During their 
shows, the band may bring its blues, funk 
and rock influences to everything from The 
Beatles “I’ll Cry Again” to their own take 
on some classic Bob Marley tunes. 

When the band plays at Strange Brew, 
Gravel said usually it’s asked to play from 9 
p.m. to around 12:30 a.m. The show is split 
into two 75-minute sets, and being able to 
mix in a wide array of covers helps to keep 
the show fresh and the audience engaged 
throughout the night. 

“Having long sets gives us the oppor- 
tunity to play an eclectic mix of different 
songs and different styles,” Gravel said. 
“When we’re playing for so long, it gives 
us a chance to really show what we can do.” 

Gravel said the band also takes the long 


sets to recognize what song styles and vol- 
ume level the crowd is reacting best to 
and then tries to tailor its sets to the audi- 
ence. Depending on the reactions the band 
receives from the stage, Gravel said that 
fluid approach can improve the experience 
for the audience members. 

“It gives us a chance to craft the sets and 
move the sets to the room,” he said. “If the 
room is not as full as it could be then may- 
be we’ll choose songs that are less rocking. 
We want to do what’s better for the crowd.”

The Continuing Crisis 

• Floyd Johnson pleaded guilty to 
attempted murder in an odd scene in a New 
York City courtroom in November. Johnson 
has only one leg, and had been charged with 
stabbing a fellow homeless shelter resident 
who has no legs. Johnson’s public-defend- 
er lawyer (who caught the case at random) 
has only one leg, also. Johnson said he was 
taking the plea in part because of excruci- 
ating leg pain — in the leg he doesn’t have 
(“phantom leg” syndrome), and Johnson’s 
lawyer said he suffers from the same thing. 
(The lawyer subsequently filed to withdraw 
the guilty plea because the pain had cloud- 
ed his client’s judgment.) 

• Tunisia’s Ministry for Women and 
Family Affairs demanded in October that 
the government prosecute the publisher 
of the children’s magazine Qaws Quzah 
(“Rainbow”), aimed at ages 5 to 15, for an 
article in the then-current issue on how to 
construct a gasoline bomb (aka the “Molo- 
tov cocktail” in America). The country has 
been rocked by the same kind of upheaval 
experienced in other Arab countries, except 
less so since its longtime president stepped 
down rather quickly in January 2011. 

Awesome 

Jason Schall, 38, who has retired as 
a financial planner and now devotes his 
energy to fishing, had a spectacular week 
in September when he won a catch-and- 
release tournament in Charleston, S.C., 
came within 11/2 inches of a world record 
on another catch, and was notified of 
recently setting two Nevada state records 
for largest fish caught. Schall’s coup de 
grace, he told the Charleston Post and Cou- 
rier, came a few days later when he caught a 
redfish while sitting on his living room sofa 
in Daniel Island, S.C., watching a Clem- 
son football game. He had run a line with 
bait through a crack in the door, through his 
yard into the lake behind his home. 

Suspicions Confirmed 

Researchers from the University of Tex- 
as Medical Branch at Galveston found 
recently in tests that lOth-grade students 
who play video games (especially shoot- 
ing and sports games) regularly score just 
as high in robotic surgery dexterity as res- 
ident doctors. The lead researcher said that 
surgery simulations (for example, suturing) 
have built-in unpredictability, for training 
purposes, but since complex video games 
are laden with unpredictability, players 
logging at least two hours a day with the 
joystick in fact may even slightly outper- 
form the residents. 

Oops! 

• College student Courtney Malloy, 22, 
was rescued in November after getting 


stuck at about 1 a.m. trying to cut between 
two buildings in Providence, R.I. The space 
between City Sports and FedEx Kinko’s 
was 8 to 9 inches, said firefighters, who 
found Malloy horizontal and about 2 feet 
off the ground and “unable” to explain how 
she got there. 

• Leslie Newton, 68, was pulled over by 
Florida Highway Patrol officers near St. 
Augustine in December while driving errat- 
ically. He also had a portion of a traffic sign 
embedded in his skull after colliding with 
it. 

• Helen Springthorpe, 58, with only three 
months on the job as the bell-ringer at St. 
Nicholas Church in Bathampton, England, 
was knocked unconscious in November 
when she became entangled in the bells’ 
ropes and was jerked too-and-fro around 
the belfry, her head smashing against a 
wall. Fire and ambulance crews eventual- 
ly lowered her about 20 feet to the ground. 

Perspective 

Homeless man Darren Kersey, 28, was 
jailed overnight in November in Saraso- 
ta, Fla., after being busted for charging 
his cellphone at an outlet at a public pic- 
nic shelter in the city’s Gillespie Park. The 
police report noted that “(T)heft of city 
utilities will not be tolerated ....” Howev- 
er, for owners of electric cars (less likely to 
be homeless!), the city runs several abso- 
lutely free charging stations, including 
one at city hall. The American Civil Lib- 
erties Union has accused the city for years 
of being aggressively inhospitable toward 
the city’s homeless. (Kersey was released 
the next day when a judge ruled the arrest 
improper.) 


Least Competent Litigator 

Orly Taitz, an Orange County, Calif., 
dentist and lawyer, is America’s most 
prominent “birther,” having filed dozens 
of lawsuits, appeals and other legal peti- 
tions expressing her certainty that President 
Obama was not born in America. In her lat- 
est legal foray, a California judge tossed 
her lawsuit against Occidental College (to 
require it to disregard privacy rights and 
release Obama’s college transcripts and 
other papers). The loss brings birthers’ 
record (Taitz’s plus a few comrades’) to 
0-for-258, according to the websites What- 
sYourEvidence.com and LoweringTheBar. 
net. And of course, when Taitz’s lawsuit 
was dismissed in November, she merely 
appealed again. Taitz was described by one 
critic as “almost charmingly insane.” 

Readers’ Choice 

Daniel Greer, 24, told the New York Dai- 
ly News that on Sept. 7 in Brooklyn, N.Y., 
a police officer who had been trailing the 
bicyclist stopped him and issued sepa- 
rate traffic tickets for riding through three 
red lights while listening to music through 
earphones. The three offenses, plus a relat- 
ed ticket, forced Greer to court, where he 
clumsily pleaded guilty, not aware of the 
amount of the fine. His multiple offens- 
es made him a repeat offender, and he was 
fined $1,550.
